Now, the immediate purpose of the 


French was to advance until their 


left flank reached Sommepy and thus 
cut the Bazancourt-Challerange rail- 
road, one of the two lines on which 
the Germans in the Argonne depend 
for their supplies. The left, there- 
fore, would advance along the Souain- 
Sommepy road. They had four miles 
yto go. The right conforming to the 
general movement, would advance on 
the St. Menehoud-Vouziers road from 
Ville-Sur-Tahure to Cernay. The cen- 
ter, for its part, would move up the 
Perthes-Tahure road to Tahure. 
North of Tahure it would aim to 
reach the railroad east of Sommepy 
by various country lanes and roads. 


The Battleground. 
E have, then, looking at the 
French plans of Sept. 24, a 
contemplated advance of 
some four- miles, the left and center 
aiming at the railroad, the right at 
the town of Cernay, which the rail- 
road avoids by the wide curve that it 
makes toward the north after passing 
in front of the hills above Tahure. 
| The success of the movement would 
be established when the railroad was 
reached or when the French came 
near enough to it to command it by 
their artillery fire. 

It is necessary now to examine the 
ground over which the French had to 
advance. Generally speaking, this 
portion of the Champagne {ts covered 
by scattered thickets of pine and 
spruce, the soil is sterile and chalky, 
the villages are small and poor. The 
main natural features are the suc- 
cessive ridges of‘relatively low hills, 
between which small streams flow 
down to the Aisne to the east. 
Now, it was on one of these ridges 
that the French had established 
themselves in the terrific fighting of 
last March, when a three weeks’ 
struggle had netted them perhaps 
1000 feet gain on a 10-mile front.

HAT the Democratic administration ‘will in-

William G. McAdoo to a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, dufing his stay in Kansas City Fri- 
day. The statement was given out in response 


the administration on the merchant marine ques- 
tion. 

The war in Europe had so changed the shipping 
situation, Secretary McAdoo said; that further 
legislation on the subject would provide, as one 
of its chief features, for the creation of a strong 
naval auxiliary, to be used in the merchant ma- 
rine service to extend American commerce in 
time of peace, but to be under control of -the 
Secretary of the Navy instead of the Treasury 
Department, as the bill of this spring provided. 
The Secretary of the Treasury emphasized vig- 
orously the declaration ‘he made to the Business 
Men’s League in St. Louis ‘that it was absolutely 
necessary for the commercial welfare of the “Unit- 
ed States to have a large increased native carry- 
ing service on the seas, if our commercial rank 
is to be maintained. 

His statement follows: 


“The terrible events of the past year in. Europe, 
and the atute situations which have arisen in 
our foreign rélations, have brought forcibly to the 
front the necessity for greater naval and military 
preparedness than our people have heretofore be- 
lieved to be necessary for the national safety. Our 
geographical position maks it unnecessary for 
us to maintain such formidable military establish- 
ments as those of the great Powers of Europe. 
The most indispensable factor in any sensible 
pian of national defense is a powerful navy, 
capable. of striking with effect—both offensively 
and defensively—supplied with essential naval 
auxiliaries in the form of American merchant ma- 


rine and manned by American seamen ready and 


willing to fight for the Stars and Stripes against 
any enemy on the face of the earth. 
HIS IDBA WHAT A NAVAL 
AUXILLIARY FLEET SHOULD BE 
66 NAVAL .auixiliary is a fleet of me?- 
A chant vessels so constructed that they 
~ may render essential service and as- 
sistance to our battleships and cruisers in time 
of war and serve the needs of our commerce in 
time of peace. A navy, no matter how strong 
iu, battleships, cruisers, torpedo boats and sub- 
marines, is only partially equipped without a 
merchant marine auxiliary. ‘It is 2 fact, and 
every naval expert will so testify, that a mer- 
chant marine naval auxiliary is just as essential 
to the effectiveness of the navy, considered as a 
complete fighting machine, as the guns upon the 
decks of.our battleships and the seamen upon 
whose skill and valor the effectiveness of those 
guns depends. | 

“Why is this. so? Because battleships and 
cruisers and torpedo boats and submarines have 
to be furnished at sea with coal, provisions and 
supplies of all kinds. Fighting vessels cannot 
earry sufficient supplies to remain long from 
their home bases, and they must have these essen- 
tial auxiliaries in order to enable them to stay 
at sea and engage in effective offensive and de- 
fensive operations away from their home ports. 

“We cannot, with safety, rely upon our ability 
to purchase or charter suitable naval auxiliaries 
when a crisis appears. The very. essence of pre- 
paredness for the navy is to have these vessels 
of suitable types and construction where we can 
put our hands om them quickly. 

“To prove this I need only to tell you what 
happened when war with Spain broke out in 
1898. We had no naval auxiliaries—no army 
transports. We were utterly unprepared. We 
had to go into the market and buy immediately 


pted to our purposes, and, of course, we paid 
fabulous prices for them. When a man or a 
government has to have something the other fel- 
low has got, and that fellow knows that this 
something can’t be gotten from anybodv but him- 
self, he exacts the highest possible price. and 
gets it. This is human nature. The navy alone 
bought.at that time 102 vessels as naval auxili- 
aries and paid, in round numbers, the fabulous 
sum of $18,000,000. for them.

Why should we give away millions 
of dollars of the people’s money each 
year to favored ship owners over whose 
rates and service we have no control? 

Wouldn’t it be more sensible for the 
Government to spend these millions in 
building up a splendid naval auxiliary 
merchant marine which can be control- 
led and operated in the interest of the 
people? 

If we adopted subsidies, wouldn’t 
corporations and individuals with the 
strongest and longest pull get most of 
the money as they always have done 
when free money has been distributed 
by the treasury in the ‘‘Good old days 
of special privilege?’ : 

Every shipowner and every ship 
monopolist wants subsidies. Of course 
they do. They would profit by them 
and they are going to make a desperate 
fight for them in the next Congress.

OUR LESSON IN SPANISH WAR 

HAS ALREADY BEEN FORGOTTEN 
“R UT we had to take anything we could 
3 get and pay any price the ship owner 
, ‘| or broker asked, in order to send our 


fleet jugt a little way from home—to Cuba. This ( 


is the penalty we paid for our failure to create 
a real naval auxiliary. Unhappily we have 
learned: nothing from that painful lesson and 
are in worse condition today than we were in 
1898, so far as merchant marine naval auxiliaries 
are concerned, but because our navy is much 
larger and its requirements more exacting. 

“In addition to the $18,000,000 spent by the 
navy, the War Department spent millions for 
vessels to transport troops. If we build a real 
and efficient’ naval auxiliary, we shall have the 
right kind of vessels to supply the army. with 
transports when it needs them. — 

“We have not today under the American flag 
sufficient vesselg to give our navy, in case of war, 
the support and assistance which are indispens- 
able to its efficiency. 

“I am informed by the Navy Department that 
we could draw from our present merchant mar- 
ine approximately 700,000 gross tonnage :of ves- 
sels that could be converted into naval auxiliaries. 


This leaves us with a’deficiency of about 500,000 , 


gross tonnage to meet the needs of our navy as 
it stands today and without allowing for growth. 
It may be claimed in, this connection that our 
merchant marine has grown-so rapidly in the 
past year that we are justified in relying on it to 
keep pace with our naval requirements, so that 
we could draw from it what ‘we want in case of 
war. oi 
“The increase in our merchant marine in the 
past year is due to the liberal act passed by the 
Congress: after the European war broke out, 
known as the ship registry bill which author 
izes anyone to register a foreign-built ship under 
our flag by complying with the conditions of_the 
act. While the German cruisers were in the 
Atlantic and Pacific, a considerable number of 
vessels of English and other registry, many of 
which were owned by American citizens, were 
transferred to the American flag. 
SHIPS RUSHED TO OUR REGISTRY . 
MAY NOT REMAIN WITH US 
E have no assurance, however, that 


OW these ships will rémain under Amer- 
. ican registry after peace is restored 
in Europe. Even if they do, their crews are com- 
posed mostly of foreigners who are under no 
obligation to fight for our flag and are not likely 
to volunteer to do so in any emergency. It is, 
of course, out of the question to rely upon citi- 
zens of foreign powers to fight our battles upon 
the high seas. We must not rely upon foreign 
ships and foreign crews which may have taken 
the benefits of American registry merely for 
safety and insurance against attack while the 
war is raging in Europe and which may desert 
us as soon as that danger is past. 
“As a part of our naval program of prepared- 
ness we should provide every element of a well- 
equipped, highly efficient, and perfectly balanced 


‘rraval fleet and organization. 
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The ships, both 
of the fighting lime and of the auxiliary line, 
should be the best that American skill and sci- 
ence can produce, and the men who are to fight 
the battleships and operate the auxiliaries must 


be trained American seamen, imbued with our na- 
tional spirit and knowing no allegiance except to 
the United States. So vital is this that, whereas 
a few years ago we permitted foreigners to enlist 
in our navy, the law now compels the enlistment 
of American citizens: only. 

“Our neglect to provide in the past the neces- 
sary naval auixiliaries gives us, however, one 
great advantage. By building them now we can 
develop a type that will be better than anything 
the world has yet produced. We can construct 
a more efficient arm of this character than any 
nation on earth possesses, and, while we are con- 
serving the national safety by increasing the 
power of our national fighting machine, we can, 
at the same time, put into commerce a class of 
ships which will give to our people in the ex- 
pansion of our foreign -trade advantages over 
every competitor. 

VESSELS SHOULD BE HIGHEST 
TYPE THAT CAN BE BUILT 
66 HE vessels should be designed by the 
T best marine and naval architects in 
this country. They should be passed 
upon and approved by the Navy Department, and 
the contracts for their construction should be 
let to American shipyards to the extent that such 
shipyards can. build them, and our own navy 
yards should construct as many of these vessels 
as their capacity will permit. I wish to empha- 
size the importance of building these ships in 
American shipyards and in our own navy yards. 
It is just as important a part of naval prepared- 
ness to have adequate shipyards for the purpose 
of constructing and repairing vessels as it is to 
have the vessels themselves and the men to man 
them. We must pursue an intelligent system of 
building up our shipyards and our navy yards as 
a part of the vital problem of naval prepared- 

ness. 

“When we have built the 500,000 gross tonnage 
of merchant vessels as naval auxiNaries, the ques- 
tion is, what shall we do with them? 

“If, on the other hand, we operate these ships 

under some sensible plan and expand our for- 
eign trade, we will do the most intelligent possible 
thing from every standpoint. The operation of 
the ships will keep them in fit condftion to re- 
spond to the immediate call of the navy in case 
of need, and we shall, at the same time, create 
a large corps of trained American officers and 
seamen, and the direct earnings may show a 
handsome return on the investment. Even if a 
loss is incurred, it will be a small price to pay 
for preparedness and the national safety. 
, “While thus preserving the ships and creat- 
ing a highly efficient naval: reserve, we can en- 
lurge our foreign trade and carry our influence, 
both financial and commercial, into the open mar- 
kets of the world. I believe that the prosperity 
of this country depends upon the maintenancé and 
expansion of our foreign commerce. What could 
more clearly wore this. than the

‘THE COST OF PREPAREDNESS. 

The American people cannot eat their cake and 
have it. If they want preparedness for national 
defense they must expect to pay for it. 

Preparedness is something that can be ob- 
tained only by the expenditure of money. 

The national Government is facing a budget 
of $1,240,000,000, but in the main this is war 
budget. Including the postal appropriations, which 
are for a department that is practically self-sus- 
taining, so far as operating expenses go, the ad- 
ministration and Congress must provide approxi- 
mately $900,000,000 for the next fiscal year. 
this sum $430,000,000 is for the ‘army and navy, 
$170,000,000 .for pension and $23,000,000 for inter- 
est on the public debt, which is a war charge. 
these three items alone we have $623,000,000 for 
wars past and wars to come and preparedness for 
war. The total: war charge is more ‘than two- 
thirds of .all the regular disbufsements: of the 
Government, and next year this charge will far 
exceed the total ordinary revenues oF the Gov- 
ernment in 1909. 

It is very evident that there can be no sweep- 
ing economies in a Government in which two dol- 
lars out of every threé must be spent for military 
purposes, and while it is the duty of Congress to 
save every dollar that can be saved, the amount 
will not be large. It cannot be large unless all 
the civil activities of the Federal authority are 
bto be suspended. The American people face the 
certainty. of an increase in national taxation and 
they might as well fact it philosophically, unless 
they believe that natfonal security from foreign 
aggression is not worth what it costs. 

If they do believe that it is worth what it costs, 
‘some of them will give aid and comfort to the lit- 
tie band of Bryan Democrats who are against all 
military expenditures. Others will give aid and 
comfort to the stand-pat Republicans who intend 
ti play monopoly-tariff politics with the coun- 
try’s revenue necessities. Between these two ele- 
ments it will be possible to defeat the prepared- 
ness program, in spite of anything the President 
can do. 

The issue rests peculiarly with the American 
people, in the sense that thesaction of Congress 
will be determined largely by public opinion, but 
public opinion can make itself irresistible if it 
will, on the eve of a national’campaizn in which 
fevery member of the House and one-third of the 
members of the Senate must face their constitu- 
ents.

This correctly sets forth the accountability of 
those to whom city money is directly intrusted. 
The cashiers of municipal departments have no 
right to consent to delinquencies even on the or- 
ders of nominal superiors. In the keeping of 
straight accounts and safeguarding of city funds, 
they have no superfors. 

Owen is the man whom Assessor Burton reject- 
ed after he was certified by the Efficiency Board, 
and to whom Mr. Koeln thereupon gave an im- 
portant appointment. Mr. Burton seems to have 
been better acquainted with his worthiness than 
he was cerdited with being.

BULGARIA’S INGRATITUDE. 

Chicago Journal; Bulgaria owes her national 
existence to Russia. When the Turks were mas- 
sacreing Bulgar peasants in 1876, it was Russia 
who came to the rescue. She thrashed the Turks 
and set up an independent Bulgarian state—a 
state considerably larger than the Bulgar people 
had a right to expect. | 

Then the other Powers of Europe, particularly 
Germany and England, got together in the con- 
gress of Berlin, and compelled Russia to yield a 
large part of the fruits of her campaign. The 
boundaries of Bulgaria, likewise, were cut down 
to a scant two-thirds of the area inhabited by 
the Bulgar people, and she was required to pay 
tribute to the Sultan. All this was done against 
the bitter protests of Russia—yet now Bulgaria is 
in arms to fight Russia’s allies and to defend her 
ancient foe, the Turk. 

Verily, diplomacy of the Balkan brand makes 
some strange bedfellows. 


- THE WAR'S SPOTLIGHT. 


Des Moines Capital: The spotlight of the war 
promises to remain on the Balkans for some time 
to come. The mighty hosts of nearly every na- 
tion engaged in the war have gathered there for 
the struggle. So far as is known the central Pow- 
ers have the advantage in numbers. The Austro-

As for any ambitions 
which Fefdinand may cherish to become the mas- 
ter of Constantinople, how could he imagine that 
nations in alliance with the Turk would permit 
that? To be a traitor to the best interests of his 
country and not get the price is to be a fool as 
well as a knave. 


BETTING ALL ON GERMANY. 

Cleveland Leader: In a statement of Bulgaria’s 
reasons for joining the alliance headed by Ger- 
many the Ministers of Czar Ferdinand argued 
their case at considerable length, but they put 
the pith of it in one, short sentence when they said 
it was necessary that Bulgaria should march at 
the side of the victors.

8,000,000 War Victims | 


| U.S: for Woman Suffrage | 


Indianapolis Star: Figures compiled from of- 
ficial and other sources by Brigadier-General 
Greene, U#S. A., retired; indicate that approxi- 
raately 8,000,000 men have been numbered as war 
victims and more than one-fourth of that num- 
ber have been killed. Nearly 4,000,000 have been 
wounded and more than 2,000,000 are missing. 
The last classification includes a large number of 
tLose who have died as well as the men taken 
prisoners. One of the methods of accounting for 
unidentified dead and those within the lines of 
fire is to list them as among the missing. 

As might be expected from the number of men 
it has under arms and the character of the fizght- 
ing, Russia has suffered more than apy one other 
belligerent. Its record is 500,000 killed, 800,090 
wounded and 900,000 missing, a total of 2,209,600) 
war victims. Germany is second on.the list. It 
has lost more killed and wounded than any other 
nation, but has only a third as many missing as 
is credited to Russia. The Germans’ killed total 
600,000, wounded 1,000,000, missing 300,000. er- 
many’s ally, Austria, is next with 400,000 killed, 
700,000 wounded and 700,000 missing. France has 
sustained losses of 400,000 killed, 700,000 wound- 
ed and 300,000 missing. Great Britain’s losses 
have been 86,000 killed, 251,000 wounded and 
65,000 missing. 

It is significant that the losses of the Teutons 
and Turk in killed are 1,030,000, which is within 
6000 of the total for the allies. The central Pow- 
ers have 1,780,000 wounded, while the allies have 
1,846,000. The missing of the former group is 
1,020,000, while those of the allies tota] 1,285,000. 
The numbers balance so evenly that it is apparent 
thé wearing down process is not one-sided, that 
at present rate of progress the victory may be 
expected to go to the side able to hold on long- 
est in the game of filling gaps in the ranks.

Philadelphia Ledger: A comprehensive poll 
of the press of the United States, just completed 
by the Literary Digest, shows that the cause of 
woman: suffrage not only has the support of the 
great majority of the newspaper editors of the na- 
tion, but also of the communities in which they 
live. Three hufidred and ninety-one editors favor 
woman suffrage, 38 have not made up their minds 
on the question, 97 are, opposed. Two hundred 
and thirty-seven communities are reported in 
favor of votes for women, 133 are undecided and 
156 are opposed. But 76 of the opposed commun- 
ties are in the South, where there is no possibility 
of woman suffrage on account of the negro vote. 
Among the undecided communities a large num- 
ter are reported to be “rapidly becoming more 
favorable.” In the 11 states which have tested 
woman suffrage, the preponderance in its favor is 
overwhelming. One hundredpnd three communi-. 
ties favor it, only six opposeit Ninenty-nine ed- 
itors favor it, only 12 oppose it. This impartial 
poll of editors shows fairly conclusively that the 
great majority of moderately intelligent) Ameri- 
cans who have considered the question stand with 
President Wilson as supporters of woman suf- 
frage. 

Nevertheless, the antis have in thefr ranks 
many intelligent persons, mostly of the club win- 
dow and boudoir sets, who have grave and honest 
doubts about the suffrage. The basis of their 
opposition is expressed by the poster of the antis 
which appears in a Chestnut street window: 
“Would women, with no political experience, no 
training, no knowledge of government, be better 
lawmakers than men?” This question, of course, 
answers itself by evading the point at issue. To 
be fair, it should run: “‘Would women, with no 
political experience, no training, no knowledge 
of government, be better lawmakers than men 
with no political experience, no training, no 
knowledge of government?” The anti answer 
then becomes: ‘One would be as bad as the 
other, and neither ought to have it.” The oppo- 
sition of the club window mind to woman suffrage 
is really an opposition to unrestricted manhood 
suffrage.

GIVE CARRANZA A CHANCE.

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NEW ANTISEPTIC. 
| PERFECTED UNDER 
HEAVY SHELL FIRE} 


Discovery by Drs. Carrel and 
Dakin Develops Remarkable 
Strength in Gunshot Wounds. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 2.—Dr. Alexis Carrel and 
Dr. Henry M. Dakin, in making their 
discovery of the new antiseptic for gun- 
shot wounds, carried on the work with 
artillery fire sounding almost constant- 
ly. Several houses near the chemical 
laboratory of the Rockefeller. Founda- 
tion at Compeigne were struck by the 42- 
centimeter shells. However, Dr. Carre] 
has continued on duty without permit- 


| ting his researches to be interrupted. 


The antiseptic is the result of eight 
months of experimental study in the 
laboratory and of six months’ test in 
various French military hospitals. As 
it has met the required tests, it is ex- 
pected that the antiseptic will be used 
on a large scale by the surgeons of the 
French army. 

In connection with a statement con- 
cerning the new qualities of the antisep- 
tic, Dr. Carrel said that while there had 
been a surprising lack of epidemic dis- 
eases this past summer in the trenches, 
the greatest medical need, of the war 
was an antiseptic which might be used 
immediately after a soldier had been 
wounded in order to prevent the fright- 
fully rapid infection which sets in at 
the early stage of the wounds. He ex- 
plained it was not wounds, but infection 
caused through the carrying of soiled 
bits of clothing into wounds by projec- 
tiles, that brought about the majority 
of deaths. He said that antiseptics here- 
tofore known, while often good for ex- 
ternal use, were not effective for wash- 
ing deep wounds, where the infection 
was most violent. 

During the later work on the new an- 
tiseptic, Drs. Carrel and Dakin laid 
down the general principle. that neither 
entiseptic powders nor antiseptic dis- 
solved in oils or vaseline should be used, 
ubt that it should be applied in liquid 
form. 

The new antiseptic, which is based on 
hypochlorite of soda with its irritating 
properties neutralized by the use of 
carbonate of lime and boric acid, may be 
left a week on a wound without any in- 
convenience. It is prepared by the de- 
composition of chlorite of lime with a 
solution of carbonate of soda, filtered, 
and then boric acid added. This final 
solution of the antiseptic should not be 
kept more than a week, nor should it 
ever be injected into the veins. By the 
use of alcohol, a solution may be ob- 
tained that remains efficient for at least 
a month. Such a: solution has already 
been placed at the dispos n of Paris 
surgeons. eA

| Tower wireless transmitting station pro- 
duces most formidable sparks, yet not 


French Authority Declares En- 
gines of War Cannot Be 
Destroyed by Wireless. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 30.—Producing explo- 
sions at a distance by the transmis- 
sion of electric sparks is an impossi- 
bility, according to Dr. Edouard 
Branly, who, in 1890, discovered 
ineans of closing and reopening an 
electric current at a distance without 
the use of a transmitting wire, which 
ig the principle of wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

“The human species,” Dr. Branly 
says, in talking to a representative 
of the Associated Press ,“is paying a 
sufficiently large tribute to science 
in thig war; it is scarcely worth 
while to discuss the visionary powers 


that are attributed to it. It has in-|§ 


crease@d the flow of blood and the 
enormity of ruins making interna- 
tional conflicts more horrifying, but 
there are things it cannot accomplish, 
unfortunately. 

“Science sends the Lusitania to the 
bottom of the Atlantic with more 
than a thousand human souls, but it 
is powerless, contrary to some pre- 
tensions, to cause the destruction at 
a distance by electric current of the 
engine which, by the will of man, 
caused a disaster hitherto reserved 
to the wrath of the elements. Nei- 
ther can it reach by radiating waves, 
the destructive engines of the air. 

“The false notion of those who pre- 
tend to transmit destrictive power 
through space arises from the fact 
that wireless telegraphy ig accom- 
plished through the production of a 
minuscle spark at the receiving sta- 
tion. That spark being sufficient to 
produce an effect upon extremely sen- 
sitive instruments at great distance, 
they concluded that at a limited dis- 
tance, of a mile for instance, a much 
stronger spark could be produced; as 
that spark ig eupposed to go through 
‘all sorts of obstacles they inferred 
that it could also pierce the steel 
shell of engines of war. 

t Sparks Have No Caloric Power. 

“In the first place no available power 
could produce a spark of sufficient in- 
tensity; there isn’t the slightest caloric 
power in the wireless gpark at the re- 
ceiving end. In the second place it 
would be necessary for it to strike with 
absolute precision a joint of fissure in 
the plates in order to get into contact 


“Different accidents erroneously at- 
tributed to the wireless current may 
have put some of these visionaries on 
this false track. It was discussed 
whether the Volturno- was not fired at 
sea and if the explosion of the French 


voked by wireless sparks. The Eiffel 


the slightest accident has ever been 
czuged in the vicinity. 

“To produce explosions at a distance 
sumething different from wireless -elec- 
tric currents must be found. Most of 
the inventions for this purpose that 
have come to my notice when thorough- 
ly imvestigated, were found to be con- 
nected with concealed clockwork and in 
no case when powder was brought in by 
Visinterested parties were they able to 
provoke an explosion. 

“There are a creat many ‘chevaliers

{idence men, in EXxmglish, who have not 
hesitated to make profit out of the ten- 
sion of the public mind by exploiting 
pretended inventions of this kind, but 
no scientist worthy of the name makes

“The chaining of lightnining to be 
hurled by some ingenious device into 
the face of the enemy is another dream 
that must be forgotten. There is no 
possibility of the generation and wire- 
less transmission of electric flashes, 
even from trench to trénch, with any 
destructive power; the wire is needed 
for this as well as for any other arti- 
ficial electric transmission, excepting 
simple wireless telegraphy.” 

Dr. Branly, though im hie seventieth 
year, is almost as active as Edison. He 
continues the regular practice of medi- 
cine and between patients’ calls pursues 
his researches into electric radiation

The enemy whom they thought de- 
feated broke their will and imposed 
his own—the attempt to break 
through failed, the Third Army had 
conquered. 

At this period the attacks of the 
French were directed mainly against 
the left (the eastern half of the Third 
Army) and also almost exclusively 
against the Seventh Army Corps and 
the Eighth Reserve Corps, and took 
place principally on the line of the 
Perthes-Beausejour farm. 

The country here is uneven, and the 
view is obstructed by numerous 
clumps of low firs, not unlike many 
places in the March province (such 


(Lice-Champagne), and they are not 
far from right!

The weather during the entire bat- 
tle of Champagne was very bad. It 
rained for weeks, day and night, 
without stopping, so that the chalky 
soil became a soft, white-gray, soapy 
mass of mud. As a result of this the 
neighborhood country and the roads 
near by were almost impassible for 
teams, but the few main highways 
that led to our positions, from the rear 
were crowded day and night with 
marching troops and wagons, and 
their condition likewise defies de- 
scription. 

This meant for our munition and

strain that reached the bounds of pos- 
sibility. 

Rains Hamper ‘Operations. 

The long marches, the bad roads, 
the dampness and the lack of fod- 
der reduced the horses to a pitiable | 
condition. But as the soldier must 
always endeavor to gain advantage ; 
frd&im the most unfavorable circum- 
stances, sO we ourselves made use to 
a certain extent of the bad state of 
the roads. 

The French had fewer means of 
communication ‘to draw on than we 
And as they fired shells daily, they 
were obliged to transport still more 
ammunition at night than was the 
case with us. Alongside the main |}! 
thoroughfare this was impossible on 
account of the mud, and we there-. 
|fore usually raked this road at night 
with gunfire, which undoubtedly was 
the cause of the frequent and un- 
usually long pauses in firing during 
the daytime. 

In this way we occasionally re- 
lieved our infantry troops, who were 
thus enabled to make the most es- 
sential repairs to their bombarded 
positions, forcing the French to be- 
gin their efforts all over again. 

The continuous rains made the prob- 
lem of sheltering our troops especially 
difficult. As already mentioned, the 
few hamlets in this region were com- 
pletely destroyed, and the troops were 
therefore obliged to construct their own 
beds and trench shelters. 

It can be easily seen that such hastily 
improvised shelters, exposed to continu- 
ous rainy weather, could not fail to ex- 
ert an unfavorable influence on the 
morale of the troops, 

In spite of this our bravé fellows ut- 
tered not one word of complaint. With 
admirable patience, even with good hu- 
mor, they bore the greatest difficulties 
and privations resulting from the bad 
‘weather and poor shelter, and how 
great were these privations can only 
be fully realized by one who has him- 
self spent a rainy winter in the ‘‘Lause- 
Champagne.’’ Nevertheless, the health 
of the troops fortunately could not have 
been better. 

Our. Eighth Army Corps and Eighth |.

Within 
reach of the Eighth Army Corps also 
was the Bavarian First Landwehr Bri- 
gade, as well as the Hessian Landwehr. 
Finally, there was the First Guard, In- 
fantry Division, which was also to take 
a most prominent part in these con- 
flicts. ‘ 
The sons of every district of our 
fatherland fought side by side in this 
tremendous battle and yied with each 
other in their eagerness-to perform 
deeds of heroism and bravery. Prus- 
sian and Bavarian, Saxon and Hessian, 
east and west, stood there together, 
formed here a united wall of brass 
against which the desperate, fanatical 
assaults of the French dashed in vain. 

And with great courage did _ the 
French storm over heaps of bodies of 
their fallen comrades, one must 
admit that. They fought well, the 
French regiments, but ours fought bet- 
ter, as the result shows. 

But it was not the infantry attacks 
Ithat made the struggle so hard for us, 
not the fights man to man in the 
trenches, where the stouter German 
always laid low the Frenchman. No, 
the huge guns that the French had pro- 
vided and the endless supplies of am- 
munition that fed the cannon, these 
turned our trenches into hells and made 
the deeds of our troops unforgettably 
heroic. : 

In a relatively very narrow space the 
Frenoti threw in one day 100,000 shells. 

Wé found a French order, in which 
the writer allowed 18 shells per meter 
of trenches at the spot where the main 
assault was to be made, and these were 
not to be shot throughout the day, but 
within the space of an hour or two. The 
rapidity of fire resembled that of ma- 
chine guns, only these were no infantry 
shots, but shells of all calibers. ‘“‘Drum 
fire’ we called this kind of artillery 
fire, and its effect was fearful. 

The barbed wire obstructions were 
completely shattered; wiped out, in fact 
“he trenches were transformed into flat 
troughs, the supports were broken 
through; no means of field defense 
could withstand such a bombardment 
for the briefest time. 

Only these things withstood the blast: 

German discipline, German loyalty, 
German courage. 

When such a ‘‘drum fire” started there. 
rose above our trenches a giant wall. 
of smoke, lime, dust, bits of earth and 
mortar, cutting off the troops from the 
fouter world.

Subjected to Shell Fire. 

The Saxon Reserve Infantry Regi- 
ment No. 107 was especially success- 
ful in capturing French soldiers. It 
worked according to a special system 
«hich always had good results. 

Our brave regiments had to fight 
at night in bitter close combat, and 
by day they had to endure the in- 
human shell fire and to fight off hos- 
tile assaults when the firing ceased; 
‘hut that was not all, for the positions 
that were demolished by day had to 
te repaired as far as possible by the 
exertion of every particle of strength. 
And for this work it was also neces- 
Sary to use the reserves, who really 
should heave been stationed farther 
to the rear. 

In this work, too, they were fre- 
quently surprised at night and called 
upon to defend threatened positions 
with the bayonet, and their rest in 
the camps at the rear was but lim- 
ited, for the French bombarded even 
the camps, positions and approaches 
at the rear day and night with artil- 
lery and infantry fire, so that our 
troops were almost never afforded a4 
real respite. 

Improbable as it sounds, the troops 
in the trencheg suffered less at night 
from the fire of the French than 
those who were etationed much far- 
ther from the front. 

Performed Incredible Deeds. 

Working and fighting alternately 
day and night, our brave troops per- 
formed incredible deeds, every single 
man of them animated by the desire 
to hold his position to his last gasp, 
to break the will of the enemy, to 
hold through, come what may. Every 
leader, every body of troops regarded 
it as a matter of honor to hold its 
position and to retake at once by 
close combat the places that had been 
lost. And they held through, these 
heroes of the battle of Champagne! 
Let us now consider briefly the way in 
which the enemy prepared and conduct- 
ed his assaults and what he purposed to 
accomplish with his numbers. 

The French assaults can be divided 
into partial and mass formations. The 
former always preceded the latter, and 
prepared the way; the strength of the 
trocps used in this. way varied from 
company to division strength, but this 
was never the complete operation, the 
wain purpose was the following. After 
@ devastating ‘‘drum fire’’ the French 
weculd assault a position in order to 
take possession of a — of the 
trenches. 
If they succeeded in getting a foot- 
hold they would then try to take some 
hundred meters of trench, or at least 
a portion, and then, working and fight- 
ing to the sides, bind these two por- 
tions of trench together; or they would 
uge the captured position as a starting 
point for a mass attack, the object of 
which always was to break through, 
wrich never was the case with the par- 
tia! assaults. 

Mase Attacks Cost Losses. 
In these mass assaults the French 
proceeded exactly according to.. their 
well-known plan of attack; a massed 
protective line in advance, a hundred 
yards behind company and battalion 
columns in close ranks. This invariable 
rnethod of attack cost them tremendous 
losses. 
ft is no exaggeration to estimate the 
losses of a French regiment in such an 
attack at from 40 to 50 per cent; pris- 
oners have confirn'ed these figures. For 
this reason the French seldom ordered 
the same regiments twice to an assault. 
The effect on the morale of the troops 
of the sight of heaps of the corpses of 
their comrades, over which they were 
obliged to press on, could not fail to be 
a considerable factor in this decision. 

A captured French officer admitted 
that the effect of our artillery on these 
mass divisions had been tremendous. 
He added: “These attacks are a sense- 
less slaughter, there is no assault to it, 
it is a dance over graveyards. but we 
ghall continue it until the French Gov- 
ernment understands the folly of such 
a proceeding, or we get through.” An 
the Government was later forced to un- 
derstand this through the logic of 
events! , ° 

Artillery Proved Strength. 

Ah, the action of our brave artillery! 
Heavy and light artillery did wonders! 
No better co-operation with the infantry 
can be imagined; how often were the 
French assaults nipped in the bud, 
beaten down by our good artillery fire. 
Truly, the artillery division of the Third 
Army that took part in the battle of 
Champagne can look with pride on its 
accomplishments. 

At the beginning of the period here 
deseribed the French attacks were dli- 
rected mainly against our positions at 
Perthes (center and left wing of the 
Bighth Army Corps). Then the French 
directed their attention more toward the 
extreme left wing of the Eighth Army 
Corps and the right wing of the Eighth 
Reserve Corps (Sixteenth Reserve Di- 
yision), and finally their attacks cul- 
minated in a wild, desperate fight for 
the famous Hill 196 (two kilometers to 
the north of Mesnil-les-Hurlus). At the 
start their evident purpose was to cap- 
ture the hill on account of its favorable 
location for artillery action. 

The Government or the general staff 
had issued an order to take this height 
at any cost. And they did not hesitate 
to pay the price; they exerted all] their 
energy and strength, and exposed their 
corps to exterinination and left behind 
them hectacombs of sacrifice. Yet in 
vain. They might not win the height, 
and they did not win tt, thanks to the 
incomparable heroism of ali ‘the regi- 
ments that opposed them there. . 

At this, the most dangerous spot, were 
stationed the guards, who, in company. 
with regiments of the Rhine, of Saxony 
and of Silesia, gathered here immortal 
laurels. True to their traditions, they 
stood like a brazen crag in the fire of 
the French mass attacks that were 
huried at them with fresh troops again 
and again. Attack on attack failed. 
What did not yield to artillery and ma- 
chine gun fire dissolved before the 
clubs and bayonets of the German in- 
fantry. 

Just as the action of a drama must 
culminate in the last act, so the battle 
of Champagne reached its high tide ana 
its conclusion in the fight for Hill 196. 

Attacked Wi t Warning. 

In the very. ays of fighting for 
the storm-swept height, large numbers 
lof the soldiers had frequently been seen 
in the trenches, although the expected 
attack failed to follow. From this it 
was rightly gathered that the enemy no) 
jenger could pass his regiments 
straight that our artillery fire 
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fore there was no expectation of any 
violent attack’on the 18th of March. 

Suddenly, on the afternoon of March 
18, the attacks recommenced in great 
numbers, and on the eastern side of 
Hill 196. Guards, reserve infantry regi- 
ment No. 133 and other troops of the 
forward line, against whom the prin- 
cipal attack was directed, held fast. 
T:se Fourth Regiment of Turcos, among 
others, attacked in five waves, Man pre- 
ceding man, the company commanders 
in many cases riding in advance. Thev 
were received with a hail of hand gre?:- 
ades that tore hundreds to pieces and 
literally hurled the two front lines into 
the air, those behind not faring bette: 

Those who escaped the hand grenades 
fel! beneath the clubs ‘and picks of the 
furious trench defenders. In spite of oll 
“elan,” in spite of great cleverness an1 
praiseworthy contempt for death, the 
French had to fall back. And the 
crowded, disordered, retreating masses 
were pursued by our heavy artillery fire 
from 2l-centimeter mortars, heavy field 
howitzers, 10-centimeter guns, which 
raked them from the front and flank; 
the losses of the French were almost 
incredible. 

With this last great massed storm for 
Hil! 196 ended the winter battle of Cham-

This German 
third line is less clearly indicated than 
the others in the reports, because it is 
still untaken. Roughly speaking, how- 
ever, it follows a ridge a mile and 12 
quarter south of Sommepy, curving 
north, that is, upon the railway north 
of the Butte de Tahure and then coming 
southeast of the village of* Tahure, 
across the Cernay-Souain road, which 
is the diagonal of our parallelogram.

On this 
front the French have already gained 
over three miles.’ Proban.y they will 
be able to cut the railroad by their ar- 
tillery fire, even if they cannot advance 
But renewed efforts to ad- 
Vance are certain. To judge from re- 
cent events, they have a good chance 
of success, for the French artillery 
f¢ems to have maintained its advantage 
here from the start and the German 
&cuns captured are very numerous. 
Losses Heavy on Both Sides. 

It is now of interest to consider <he 
number of men actually engaged in 
this great battle, for, measured by all 
the standards ofthe past, this has been 
a great battle. Unhappily this must be 
wholly a matter of conjecture. In 
March the Germans asserted that the 
French used 250,000 men on this same 
front and lost about 75,000. The French 
estimated the German forces at the 
same amount, but made no guess as 
to German losses, 

Presumably the French have had 
more men in this fight and the Ger- 
mans fewer, because the extent of 
French gain indicates a heavy superior- 
ity in numbers. The Germans report 
that the chief loss was in a single di- 
vision, that is about 20,000: The French 
claim to have taken about 20,000 un- 
wounded prisoners, which would.  ac- 
count for at least a division and would 
point to the destruction by casualties 
of at least an army corps of 40,000. The 
capture of more than 60 field guns, 
which have since been exhibited 
Paris, is also an evidence of the ex- 
tent of German disaster. 

Measured by cannon and prisoners 
captured, the German loss was greater 
than at the Marne. It is unmistakably 
the most considerable local French suc- 
cess of the war, and the most serious 


reverse the Germans have suffered, if 


only because of the artillery loss. Un- 
questionably the Germans concentrated 
reserves and sent reinforcements to the 
danger point, but it is doubtful if th 7 
ever faced the French in greater than 
one to three proportion, and the rela- 
tive tameness of their counter-attacks 
seems to indicate that they have ‘con- 
tinued to lack the necessary numbers. 

To estimate the meaning of the pres- 
ent, the most successful French ‘‘nib- 
ble,” it is essential to recall the earlier 
efforts of the French. The first nibble 
west of the Meuse was made on the 
Aisne in January and ended in a dis- 
astrous repulse. Ground was lost, not 
gained. The second, made on the fieid 
of the latest battle, resulted in gains of 
less than a quarter of a mile over a 
long front after three weeks of effort. 

It was only on the third try, made in 
May in Artois, where French and Brit- 
ish troops are fighting together nov, 
that the French made a material ad- 
vance. Here in a month of fighting 
they took some 7000 prisoners and a few 
cannon, gaining the Lorette ridge and 
taking Souchez, later lost. But thev 
were not able to advance upon Lens, 
which is now, for the first time under 
allied guns. 

The success of the latest venture, the 
in Champagne and in 
Artuis, are‘interpreted both by London 
and by Paris as evidences of the grad- 
ual wearing out of German resources in 
men and the growing superiority of the 
allies in the west in both artillery and 
ammunition. As for numbers, the allies 
have had the advantage in these for 
many months, but only with the coming 
of British masses an advantage enabling 
them to strike effectively at two sep- 
arate points. Months ago, at the time of 
the first battle of Champagne, the Brit- 
ish made an attack a little north of 
their present battleground and, having 
iaken Neuvechapelle, were compelled tn 
give. up all active effort for many 
months. 

Lonceivably the new offensive in 
Champagne has now been permanently 
halted. . This does not appear to be the 
case, but, accepting German claims to 
this effect, it is still possible to see why 
the allies are encouraged. Their convic- 
tion is that precisely as Lee's army be- 
fore Richmond ‘steadily diminished until, 
to use the 6&mmander’s words, it “was 
stretched so thin it broke,’’ the German 
lines in France and Belgium will be 
less and less strongly held. 
ent “nibbles” fail to develop § into 
“drives,”’ if the allies do not get through 
this time, they are satisfied that a 
‘‘nibble’’ will some day prove to be de- 
cisive. 

If the Advance Continues, 

On the other hand, if the French in 
Champagne are able to get to Sommepy 
and the railroad and hold it, taking the 
third German line, then an interesting 
change in the battle lines in the West 
is to be expected. For the army of the 
Crown Princs, fighting in the Argonne 
and toward Verdun, the railroad is one 
of two which are essential to its exist. 
ence. Conceivably this army will still 
hold on, if the French cut the Sommepy 
line, But a further French advance of 
seven miles will bring them to the other 
line, the Vouziers-Neufchatel line; if 
this is cut, then the Crown Prince must 
go back. | 

Precisely in the same way further 
French advance from Sommepy will im- 
peril the flank of the German army 
which covers Rheims and is resting on 
the forts north of that city. The re- 
treat of the German army from the 
Sommepy line will open this army’s 
flank and will, if much combined, say 
for three or four miles, compel the Ger- 
mans to give up the forts they have hela 
since their retreat from the Marne and 
end the year-long agony of Rheims. 

It will still be possible for the Ger- 
mans to reform behind the Aisne, from 
Berry-Au-Bac to Vouziers, and their 
central position, south of Laon, will not 
be imperiled, but it will be untenable if 
the French are able to cross the Aisno 
about Rethel, which is on the route the 
Champagne army is following. 

Actually the French are seeking co 
drive | 
armies north and west of Rheims to the 
Oise and those east of Rheims to the 
frontier. As they advance they will cut 
two rafiroads of immediate importance 
the linés serving the Crown Prince. If 
they are able to continue they will cut 
the lines along the frontier between Al- 
sace-Lorraine and Artois and Flanders. 
whole 
German position in France becomes un.- 
tenable, and the Germans will have to 
go back to the Belgian frontier.’ 

At the same time the Anglo-Freacn 
operation in Artois is striking at rail- 
roads which directly feed the armies 'n 
Prance. If this succeeds the Germans 
will have to quit France altogether and 
go back to a defense line based on Na- 
mur, Brissels and Antwerp. 

But all these things are in the fu- 
ture. What is of immediate interest is

MYSTERY DEEPENS 
ABOUT DEATH TiAl 


Brother of Man Whose Wife aud 
Uncle Were Strangely Killed 
I¢ Fired Upon.

THEY HAVE NO ENEMIES 


Victims Can Give No Clew to 
Five Disasters That Have 
Overtaken Them in a Year. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
IOLA, Kan., Oct. 16.—What and why 


is the mystery that pursues the Ard 
family? What and who nave sant Mrs. 
Roy Ard to her grave. Elbert ‘Ard 
to an asylum for the insane, Jacob Ard 
to a mysterious Geath on the banks of 
she Marmaton River and bullets whizzing 
past the heads of Roy Ard and Ora 
Ard? 

None of the Ard family knows. They 
say it is as much a mystery to them as 
it has proved to the police and county 
officers. . 

Here are the events of the Ard mys- 


tery in the order of their happening: 
Five Mysterious Events. 

Nov. li, 1914—Mrs. Viola Ard, 26 
years old, wife of Roy Ard, a farmer, 
slain at dusk by bullet as she drove 
homeward in the family motor car 
accompanied by her husband and her 
sister, Katie Latimer. Threats of 
violence sent to Frank R. Forrest, 
County Prosecutor, who persisted in 
grilling persons living in the neigh- 
borhood of the shooting. 

May 8, 1915—Roy Ard tells police he 
was shot at the night previous from 
the darkness of a trestle over a creek 
near Elsmere. 

June 16, 1915—Elbert Ard, 20 years 
old, a cousin of Roy L, Ard, secretly 
adjudged insane and sent to the Osa- 
watomiée Asylum. 

June 20, 1915—-The body of Jacob C. 
Ard, uncle of Roy L. Ard, found on 
the bank of the Marmaton River. The 
body was on high, dry ground, be- 
yond where the water could have 
reached or washed it ashore. 

Oct. 10, 1915—Ora Ard, brother of 
Roy L. Ard, fired at as he fed his 
horses in the barn lot. The brothers 
live on adjoining farms. 

This latest event in the mystery has 
stirred city and county officials to re- 
newed activity in the effort to 
solve the puzzle, but as yet they 
have not a tangible clew to the assas- 
sin who fired at Ora Ard. Nor do all 
the facts, gathered in the attempt to 
unravel the chain of mystery lumped 
together give any clew.

Agitation for Less Work and 
More Pay = Started in 
Bridgeport Among Factor- 
ies Turning Out Munitions 
of War -Is Said to Be 
Spreading Rapidly. 


{BONUS SYSTEM USED AS 


MEASURE EFFICIENCY 


Union Leaders Urging the 
Strengthening of Organi- 
zations to Prevent Longer 
Hours and Less Pay at 


End of the European War. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 16.—Have 
war orders upset the industrial balance 
of the United States? 

Does the country face, as a conse- 
quence of war-order necessities, a unit- 
versal eight-hour work day? 

Will a winter of strikes follow a win- 
ter of bread lines? 

Does the eight-hour day, if it be- 
comes universal, mean higher cost of 
living and a higher tariff to maintain 
new standards after the war? 

These are some of the questions se- 
riously agitating manufacturers while 
organized labor is raising the shout 
from end to end of the country: 

“Eight hours, that’s all!" 

Bridgeport saw the begifining of the 
agitation this summer, when a wave 
of strike hysteria swept that Essen of 
Connecticut off its feet. From a tsrong- 
ly nonunion, ten-hour center, Bridge- 
port was converted by force of circum- 
stances, aided by a little agitation into 
an eight-hour community dominated by 
the forces of organized labor. 

Only One Strike Failed. 

While only one large plant formally 
recognized the unions, agreements to 
treat with shop committees were tan- 
tamount to capitulation by all the em- 
ployers. Only one—in the textile in- 
dustry has been a conspicuous failure. 
The remainder cf Bridgeport’s 40,000 
workers won their demand for 10 hours’ 
pay for an eight-hour day. 
Ten years of agitation under normal 
industrial conditions might not have 
brought the results that came to Bridge- 
port almost overnight. From Bridge- 
port the agitation has spread over New 
England and to other industrial cen- 
ters east and west and south. 

Battle Hasn’t Begun. 

Manufacturers who do not share 
the war order prosperity have their 
backs to the wall fighting labor union 
demands, while labor leaders warn 
them that the battle hasn’t begun. 
“What is happening,” says an edi- 
torial in the official organ of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, 
“is simply a forerunner of a more 
general movement for 'a_ universal 
eight-hour day throughout the United 
States.” 
Recognizing the national signifi- 
cance of the eight-hour agitation, the 
Post-Dispatch sent one of its staff 
into New England to observe and es- 
pecially ascertain how the eight-hour 
day has affected conditions in Bridge- 
port, where it has been almost unani- 
mously accepted. 

Bridgeport manufacturers expressed 
a surprising unanimity of opinion 
favorable to the new order of things. 
While crediting the strike agitation 
to outside influences, they do not 
condemn their employes for seizing 
the opportunity to reduce their hours. 
They declare that the eight-hour day 
is on trial, avow willingness to give 
it a fair and thorough test, and a 
determination to accept it as perma- 
nent, if labor demonstrates that the 
shorter day,.is economically feasible. 

Profits From War Abnormal. 

The munition manufacturers with 
whom the Post*Dispatch correspond- 
ent talked make no concealment of 
the fact that their own profits are in 
most instances abnormal, and that 
labor’s demand for a larger share of 
the result was only natural. It is 
the employer, whose business is only 
remotely affected by the general 
prosperity on whom the burden falls. 
“Very well for the man who gets 
$27 for a rifle that’s worth $17,” re- 
marks the other man ruefully; “but 
it is this war order business that has 
put the country—or a large part of 
it~on a false basis. It puts indus- 
trial American up against a. most 
serious problem in figuring what is 
to happen after the bottom falls out 
of the war boom. If labor undertakes 
to hold what it gains during these 
abnormal times, it means readjust 
ments all along the line.” 

The extent of Bridgepért’s war or- 
der business is a closely-guarded se- 
cret. The new Remington U. M. C. 
plant alone represents an investment 
of millions. Rifles, cartridges, shrap- 
nel fuses and motor trucks are the 
principal munitions output of the 
city, but machinery for other manu- 
facturers adds to the vast tota]—es- 
timated to be well above $100,000,000. 
The results of the eight-hour day 
so far have varied in different shops. 
Officially, the Remington Arms-Union 
Metallic Cartridge management an- 
nounced to the Post-Dispatch corres- 


| pondent that the three shifts day has 


not been on trial long enough to 
demonstrate whether it increases the 
hourly efficiency of the workers, The 
Post-Dispatch learnéd in other quar- 
ters that the output of three eight- 
hour shifts has not shown appreci- 
able increases over the production o 
two ten-hour shifts in the cartridge 
factory. 

Another large erhployer of machin.- 
ists running now three eight-hour 
shifts, said that his company had 
been unable to get the men for its 18- 
hour night shift.

“As for conditions after the war,’ 
continued Warner, ‘“‘we can’t predict, 
but my opinion is that Europe will be

hour day will not be so large in our 
business that it will necessarily pass on 
te the woman who we@rs the corset.

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as a measure of the relative hourly ef- 
ficiency. Under the long and short day. 
So far as the manufacturers can tell 
from figures now at hand they generally 
report little or no increase in hourly 
output of the men. The theory that 
women work under greater nervous ten- 
sion may account for the corset makers’ 
experience in obtaining a larger pro- 
portionate production with the short 
day . 

The social effect on the worker of the 
shorter day cannot be fairly judged from 
Bridgeport, because of its abnormal 
conditions. There has been in six 
months an inrush of 40,000 to 50,000 new 
population. Houses cannot be rented at 
any price. Men attracted to responsible 
positions have sought in vain for living 
quarters, and’ have been~compelled to 
leave their families in other cities and 
sleep in furnished rooms. 

Tenement rents have advanced 15 to 2 
per cent; still landlords hesitate to build 
for a demand that may terminate with 
the war’s end. New houses, in accord- 
ance with recent tenement house reform, 
are réstricted to two stories. The Bridge- 
port Good Housing Association stirred 
up civic pride enough to prohibit more 
of the frame “three-deckers’’ with which 
the city abounds. 

Lunchrooms, moving picture theaters 
and saloons do a booming business day 
and night. Excessive coisumption of 
liquor is more apparent than actual, for 
with the lack of facilities for home liv- 
ing the corner saloon is a ready refuge 
and recreation center. 

The new munition plants exert every 
influence to keep saloons out of the 
neighborhood of factories and to see 
that the Sunday law is enforced. There 
is, in consequence, not a large depletion 
of ranks Monday mornings. Arrests 
for drunkenness have not increased out 
of proportion to the growth of popula- 
tion and prosperity. Burglaries and 
robberies, however, have become almost 
an epidemic—evidently the work of pro- 
fessional crooks attracted from other 
cities. 

Retail Business Booming. 

Retail business is booming, the jitney 
buses are crowded; Jewelers, florists and 
automobile agents flourish as they have 
not in years; al) the superficial evidence 
of prosperity appear on every hand 
Main street, Bridgeport, is as busy and 
crowded Saturday nights as any part of 
New -York’s Broadway. 

Labor agitation and organization con- 
tinue in Bridgeport as vigorously as 
before the summer strikes. The labor 
leaders tell their followers that what 
they have gained has been through 
forge and must be held by force. “By 
force of circumstances, not unions,’’ in- 
terpolates the employer, who declares 
that everything Bridgeport labor has 
gained would have been conceded by the 
employers without strikes. 

But the labor leaders are preaching 
the doctrine of force. ‘‘Nothing can 
preserve the gains of the last. six 
months,” says the organ of the Ma- 
chinists’ union, “except the existence 
of a powerful union. Now or never is 
the time to fortify your position, to hold 
what you have and to prepare for new 
victories.”’ 

Various labor leaders with whom the 
Post-Dispatch man talked said frankly 
that hours would be lengthened and 
wages reduced after the war unless 
they could educate the workers to the 
necessity of maintaining a union organ- 
ization strong enough to resist the em- 
ployers. 

EKight-Hour Day Spreading. 

“The eight-hour day,’’ said one organ- 
izer, “is spreading all over New En- 
gland. and will sweep the United States. 
It will not stop with machinists, it will 
take in every industry that is not bound 
already by agreements with labor un- 
ions. The machinists generally won a 
nine-hour day back in 1902, butelost it 
by not holding their organization to- 
gether; they will not make this mis- 
take again. Here in Bridgeport we are 
taking in members by the hundred every 


vreek.”” 
Munitions manufacturers generally 


throughout Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island, have con- 
ceded the eight-hour day. The Win- 
chester company at New Haven found 
it necessary to make this concession 
to hold its machinists from desert- 
ing to the Remington ks at 
Bridgeport, the Winchester company 
adding a pension system and other 
advantages. It blows the factory 
whistles at the end of eight hours, 
but announces that all who wish-to 
remain may do so, excepting a few 
departments where it has been pos- 
sible to obtain enough men to run 
three shifts. 
Fourteen-Hour Day Unwise. 

A large majority of the Winchester 
employes, it is stated, remain for 10 
hours and even 12 and 14. The com- 
pany intends to enforce the eight- 
hour day when the supply of labor 
is adequate, although it finds re- 
sults up to 10 hours are satisfactory. 
The 14-hour day is conceded by the 
employer to be unwise. 

Some other manufacturers besides 
Winchester, who have conceded the 
eight-hour day, have had similar ex- 
perience in finding their workers 
desire longer hours provided the pay 
envelope is fattened, Some other 
large manufacturers have’ continued 
the summer Saturday afternoon holi- 
day, making a 64-hour week in the 
hope that the eight-hour agitation 
may be averted.

GERMAN SCHOOL CHILDREN TO 
AID NATION BY GETTING NUTS 


BERLIN, Oct. 16.—In furtherance of 
the suggestion that echool children 
assist in conserving the national re- 
sources by a systematic ocoflection, 
for the sake of the oils that they con- 
tain, of acorns, horse chestnuts and 
other nuts that ordinarily go to 
waste, the Prussian Minister of Ag- 
riculture has just issued a long and 
minute list of instructions and advice. 

This includes a detailed account of 
the methods to be employed in pre- 
serving the nuts until a marketable 
supply has been collected, the uses to 
which each variety of nut can be put 
as a food for animals, the percentage 
of albuminous and ofly contents of 
each variety, and the market for the 
nuts and the prices that rule in it. 

This market is the newly formed 
“War Commission for Plant and Ani- 
mal Olle and Fats,” in Berlin. Pro- 
vided one worke assiduously enough 
in collecting nuts there fsa tidy bit of 
pocket money in the labor, for the 
commission offers $10.30 for 220 
pounds of beechnuts, $12.60 for 220 
pourids of dried beechnuts and $32 for 
as many bassnut seeds.

dollars and mansions were  inheri‘t21 
from both her husband and her fathe-:, 
Was the greatest “‘catch’’ of her day, 
and young Washington was greatly en- 
vied when he persuaded her to say 
“yes.” This marriage enabled him tc 
hold his iin. egipareae the plutocrats of 
the time and to be free from any 
financial worries. 

The President who next to George 
Washington married most advantage- 
ously from a financial point of view 
was William McKinley. When he mar- 
ried the favorite daughter of the rich 
panker, James A. Saxton, he had bare- 
ly entered upon the practice of law 
and was possessed of no capital excent 
intelligence, energy and character. Yet 
such was the respect he had attained 
in the community that Miss Saxton’'s 
neighbors thought she was doing well 
and no one referred to young McKinley 
as a fortune hunter. 

To him a gift more valuable than 
money was her father’s statement, ‘“‘Youu 
are the only man I have ever known to 
whom I would give my daughter.” Mrs. 
McKinley’s long invalidism nullified to

eight months before 
was an heiress 
and this fact had no little influence on 
the social innovations with which she 
startled our ancesters. The 24-year-old 
“First Lady’’ had been educated abroad 
and she attempted to engraft the pomp 
of royalty upon the simple White Hous3 
customs, wearing a head dress whica 
imitated a crown and surrounding ner- 
self with a group of maids of honor. 

Mrs. Washington, whose wealth 
could have added most to the splen- 
Cors of the White House, never oc- 
cupied the mansion, as it was fin- 
‘+ "ed only four months before the 
expiration of John Adams’ term, and 
Mrs. Adams was its first chatelaine. 
It was then referred to as “The Pal- 
ace,” and -each President was ex- 
pected to provide for its maintenance 
and pay for its hospitalities out of 
his salary of $25,000 a year. 

The history of the first 16 years 
of the White House is practically a 
biography of Mrs. Dolly Madison, 
the handsome young widow whom the 
bachelor James Madison married 
long after his friends had regarded 
him as “confirmed” in his single- 
blessedness. The first eight years 
she was the official hostess for the. 
elderly widower, Thomas Jefferson, 
her husband being a member of his 
Cabinet. Jefferson was rich and his 
patriotic prodigality assisted her in 
uniting the warring social factions 
of the “capital in the wildernesa,” 
as Washngton was then called. Mrs. 
Madison’s experience ag hostess for 
Jefferson wag her social education 
and the White House was her train- 
ing school. 

Madison’s Bride Had Only Beauty. 

During Madison's own administra- 
tion his wealth likewise helped 
greatly in oiling the wheels of the 
chariot of state. “Queen Dolly's’ 
Leauty, charm and wit were the only 
wealth she brought her husband, as 
she was in circumstances -actually 
straitened when Madison married 
her. | 

Several of the Presidents in the 
days of their youth and poverty 
wedded girls no better off than 
themselves who not only shared with 
courage their husband’s small be- 
ginnings but assisted them to rise. 
Among these self-made men who. 
were also to a large extent. wife- 
made men, were John Adams, An- 
drew/ Jackson, Zachariah Taylor and 

rd Fillmore. Abraham Lincoln 
might also be placed in this list. 

However, most of the Presidents 
had attained to a position of modest 
marrying women 
® were real helpmates in efforts 
to further the aims of their husbands’ 
lives and shared their satisfaction in 
seeing circumstances improve as the 
years passed. Such was the late Mrs. 
Wiison ,who was like her husband, 
the child of a minister. Mrs. Taft and 
Mre. Roosevelt are women of this 
type, and so were the wives of Har- 
rison, Garfield, Hayes, Grant, Pierce 
and Polk.

DEFENSE PROGRAM 


TS FOR SK YEARS; 
ARMY OF 1,200,000 


Plan Is to Increase Regulars to 
140,000 With Reserve 
Enlistments. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Details of 
the administration program: for Na- 
tional defense became known official- 
ly today. They include a_ six-year 
program, which in that time will 
bring the American army with re- 
serves up to 1,200,000 trained men, and 
a building program to add 16 capital 
ships—10 dreadnoughts and six bat- 
tle cruisers—85 submarines, 50 de- 
stroyers and 15 scout cruisers in five 
years, with proportionate increases in 
personnel and officers. 

Estimates of appropriations need- 
ed to begin the national defense pro- 
gTam are placed at $182,000,000 ‘for 
the army and $216,000;000 for the 
navy. President Wilson has approved 
the program as submitted by Secre- 
taries Garrison and Daniels. 

In the first year’s program Secre- 
tary Daniels has recommended the 
building of two dreadnoughts, two 
battle cruisers, 25 coast submarines, 
five ocean-going submarines,. 12 de- 
stroyers, three scout ships, an in- 
crease of 8000 enlisted men and legis- 
lation for the appointment of 250 more 
midshipmen to the naval academy. 
For the army $72,000,000 more than 
last year will be asked and for the 
navy a $68,000,000 increase, making 
the total increase for defense over 
last year $140,000,000. The combined 
estimates of appropriatf6nS~for the 
national defense will be between $298,- 
000,000 and $400,000,000. \ 

Secretary Garrison’s plan to 
crease the regular army from 87,000 
to 140,000 men under a six-year en- 
listment requiring two years of serv- 
ice and four years in reserve, will 
give about 300,000 reserves in six 
years, according to War Department 
calculations. The continental army 
which is to be created by means of a 
six-year enlistment of two months 
each year for three years with the 


subject to call, will, at the end of 
the six years, givé a total of 800,000 
men. This trained citizen army to- 
gether with the regulars will give, 
with the 125,000 national guardsmen, 
a mobile army of more than 1,200,000 


in six years. 


WELFARE WORKERS OF ST, LOUIS 
COUNTY TO CO-ORDINATE EFFORT 


Formal Organization to That End to 
Be Perfected Tomorrow Even- 
ing in University City. 

The St. Louis County Welfare As- 
sociation will be formally organized 
tomorrow night in the City Hall of 
University City, as a result of a sur- 
vey made of conditions throughout 
the county. A committee composed 
of L. L. Atwood of Ferguson, A. E. 
Wiedmer of Maplewood, J. Hal Lynch 
of Clayton and Mrs. 8S. C. Gaines of 
Webster Groves made the survey. 

The organization will have for its 
chief object the co-ordination of re- 
lief work throughout the _ entire 
county, so that work may be better 
done in unorganized communities. 

S. M. Coulter of University City will 
be chairman of the meeting and Mrs. 
S. C. Gaines will be temporary secre- 
tary. At the meeting it is proposed 
to elect members of a Central Coun- 
cil, composed of representative citi- 
zens from each of the organized and 
some of the unorganized communi- 
ties. Kirkwood, Webster Groves, 
Maplewood and University City now 
have relief-giving organizations, and 
Ferguson, Wellston and a few other 
places have volunteer committees 
which do emergency work. The plan 
is to couple up these various commu- 
nities and place trained workers in 
the field. 


TUBERCULAR SOLDIERS CURED 
BY SERVICES IN TRENCHES 


Others Become Victims of Disease 
and France Arranges to Take 
Care of Them. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 1—Among the many prob- 


+lems with which the Government has to 


deal as an effect of the war is that 
of tuberculosis. Life at the front has 
cured or benefited many soldiers pre- 
disposed to lung troubles. On the other 
hand a large number have been unable 
to withstand the rigors of a long cam- 
paign and the white plague has left its 
mark in the ranks. 

For the treatment and care of tuber- 
cular soldiers the department of public 
hygiene has at its disposal a preliminary 
sum of 2,000,000 france ($400,000). As all 
arrangements for caring for the men 
have not been completed, the War De- 
partment has temporarily undertaken 
the task and has been granted for each 
patient an allowance of 3 francs (60 
cents) a day for three months. While 
the sanitary service is studying the best 
means of dealing with the question, the 
army is at work weeding out all who 
show the slightest indication of tuber- 
culosis: Their presence is regarded as 
dangerous to the health of others and 
every precaution is taken.

"| SUPERSENSITIVE MICROPHONES 
TO WARN LONDON OF AIR RAIDS 


Dr. Lee De Forest Entrusted With 
Work -of Installing His Latest In- 
vention About English Capital. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—Dr. Lee DeFor- 
est of New York, 18 in London, discuss- 
ing with the British authorities a scheme 
of protection of the British capital from 
Zeppelin raids. Dr. DeForest was sum- 
moned by Sir Percy Scott, and he will 
be entrusted with the work of installing 
his latest invention in and about Lon- 
dion. 

Dr. DeForest is the inventor of the 
Andion Amplifier, an instrument for the 
magnifying of electric impulses. The 
system he proposes to work@put for the 
safety of Londoners will be on the same 
lines, so that air vibrations, however 
will be magnified, transmitted 
and recorded. 

Several super-sensitive microphones 
will be placed, each on a mast at suit- 
able angles, so that any vibration reach- 
ing them is magnified several hundred 
times. From the varying effect of these 
vibrations on individual microphones is 
calculated the iine of direction of the 
approach of the vibrations on each 
microphone. These lines when extended 
will converge to a point where will be 
found the approaching aircraft. Aero- 
planes and aircraft guns do the rest.

Presently I looked up into ‘the pale 
sky, in which some dim stars were shin- 
ing and, very high up—almost among the 
farthest stars, it seemed—I saw a fierce 
flash of light.

Trifles such a8 this make one realize 
war as words do not make one realize 
it, in a really intimate way. The eye 
has seen the enemy’s menace in the 
sky, and suddenly the heart feels some- 
thing of what war is; the concentrated 
intention to do harm, to produce ruin, 
suffering and death, carried out as far 
as may be in action. 


Cannot See the End. 


In Europe the carrying out of this in- 
tention in action has been appallingly 
effective. Néever, I suppose, has such 
misery been known among men since 
the world began. And stiil we cannot 
see the end. Poverty, starvation, dis- 
ease, ruin, hishonor and death have 
come into their kingdom. The cry of 
the women and children is not drowned 
even by the cries of the men falling 
on the innumerable battlefields. ‘Will 
not the ears of the world become deaf 
because of the reiteration of the la- 
menting which cannot be stilled? 

There is surely a danger of that. And 
if the sources of pity and of charity 
should dry up? Well,:then, indeed the 
devil will reap a fine harvest of human 
imisery from the saints and the runa- 
gates alike. 

It cannot be denied that we are im- 
pertunate in Europe. But we are very 
much beset. Still the homeless Bel- 
gians are pouring in upon us. A friend 
of mine, a woman within a few miles 
of my ‘home, is still giving alrnost all 
her time to the finding of house room 
for Belgians, to fitting them: out with 
boots, clothes and the necessaries of 
life, and to searching out work for 
such as can work. She has been doing 
this for about nine months now, and 
the end of her labors is not in sight. 
And all this time she has been collect- 
ing money for these poor people, many 
of whom have nothing. 

Over here in England many millions 
of pounds have been given in charity 
since last August. but millions vanish 
like drops of water in the desert, and 
still the need on all sides seems nearly 
as great as ever. 

Hospitals Are Increasing. 

Here, where I live, in a very little 
place, when the war began a hospital 
was got ready ‘in case it should be 
wanted” for the wounded. It had 25 
beds, the arrangements were excellent, 
and we were rather proud of it. I re- 
member the time when people ‘‘hoped”’ 
we should get some patients. Now we 
have four hospitals and a convalescent 
home full to the doors of gas victims, 
wounded men and broken down men 
from the trenches, ‘and a fifth hospital 
is being got ready. Before the war is 
over how many hospitals shall we have,

I have seen.a good deal of the gas 
victims, men who fell unconscious 
before the advancing cloud from the 
German trenches, and who awoke in 
hospital far behind the lines at Bou- 
logne or elsewhere. They all have a 
curious remote expression in their 
eyes, and a curiously detached, almost 
faraway manner. They look and seem 
like men who have gone to the con- 
fines and gazed over. It is strange to 
see them staring at the flowers, wild 
blue orchids, lilies of the valley, hya- 
cinths, buttercups, which star our En- 
glish woods and meadows just now, 
as they drive through the green and 
budding world in the purring motor. 
Their eyes seem to be saying, “Can it 
be?”

SUEZ CANAL IS GERMAN 
GOAL SAYS NORTHCLIFFE 
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Noted Publisher Tninks Scheme Is to Hold Great 
Britain Up for Enormous 
Indemnity. _ 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—In answer to a 
request of the New York Sun Lord 
Northcliffe (Alfred Harmsworth), owner 
of the London Times and the London 
Daily Mail, cabled the following per- 
sonal view of the war situation as it 
affects Great Britain: 

LONDON, Oct. 16.—‘Thé new war sit- 
uation is particularly interesting. The 
Germans, after colossal losses have 
ebandoned their attempt to reach Ca- 
jiais and their more recently expressed 
intention of breaking through the line 
of Arras and cutting off the whole Brit- 
ish army. 

‘“‘My own correspondents tell me that 
the German losses during the last fort- 
night in front of the British lines have 
been immense. Although the censor 
does not permit us to say so here. I 
am hoping that he will allow me to let 
the fact get through the cable that the 
Germans have fought with magnificent 
courage against our men. They were 
mowed down last week exactly as they 
were mowed down in the first battle of 
Ypres. 

‘Headed off everywhere in the west, 
they are now making for the east and 
by crushing little Servia hope to seize 
the Suez Canal and hold up the Brit- 
ish Empire for an immense indemnity. 
My absolute conviction is that just 
as they have been beaten in the attempt 
to get to Calais and Paris so they will 
eventually, after immense further loss 
of life on the part of our armies and 
theirs, fail in the east as they failed in 
the west. I still hold the opinion ex- 
pressed at the beginning of the war 
that the world is in for a long up- 
heaval of nature which it does not at 
the present foresee. 

“As regards the political situation in 
England, a further and final attempt 
at obtaining recruits by the volun- 
tary system is to be made, but as with 
ycu in the Civil War we shall, in my 
judgment, be obliged to adopt compul- 
sory service and that before the end 
of the year. I have been bitterly at- 
tacked for this suggestion both here 
and on. your side of the es but 
[ T_ adhere to my views. 


“We have enrolled some two millions 
of recruits, a magnificent number, but 
the injustice of the system by which 
the patriot goes to war and the shirk 
remains behind to steal the business of 
the absent soldier is now manifest to 
alj.”’ ‘ 


— 


Another Student of War Says Britain 
Must Win in Balkans. 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—In a lengthy ed- 
itorial review of the war situation, J. 
L., Garvin, editor of the Observer and 
one of England’s ablest students of the 
War, says in part: 

“We know now that it must, above 
all, be Britain’s job in the Balkans; 
not only that, but if we want to make 
sure of the work we can trust to noth- 
ing but our own right arm. 

“We know equally that the Balkans, 
in the infinitely fateful weeks to follow, 
will either be the grave of German am- 
bitions or the grave of British hopes. If 
we fail in the Near East, we cannot 
gain a thorough victory over the cen- 
tral empires. 


“If we fail there, despite our sea 
power and the gigantic military forces 
we have on foot, six months hence the 
issue of the struggle cannot be better 
than a draw, followed by a patched-up 
settlement, an armed nightmare, a 
sham peace and a German onslaught 
a few years later on Great Britain 
alone.”’ 

He suggests throwing 300,000 Anglo- 
French troops into the Balkans, which 
he argues can be done safely and with- 
out endangering home security. 

In closing, he says: ‘Save Servia, 
thwart Bulgaria and prevent the central 
empires at any cost from gaining such 
mastery as might force Rumania to 
join Germany and Austria. Keep the 
strength on the western front practical- 
ly intact, postpone an offens:ve to make 
2 later victory more crushing, bring 
the neutrals to your side in the Balkans 


by giving proof of thoroughness and 
power.”’ 

He insists that the central empires 
have determined to stretch their fight- 
ing line to such an extent that in the 
end it will be everywhere vulnerable.

MANY. VICTIMS 
UF ZEPPELIN RAID 
DIED OF SHOCK 


Inquest Shows Women Were 
Frightened to Death by Ex- 
plosion of Bombs. 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—The medical evi- 
dence at the inquest held today on the 
18 victims in the London area of the 
Zeppelin raid Wednesday night dis- 
closed that the death of half of them, 
the majority of whom were women, was 


due to heart failure or shock resulting 
from the terrifying effects of the ex- 
ploding bombs and the gun fire. 

One victim was an elderly woman who 
had sought refuge in her husband's 
arms. He had said to her: 

“Never mind; we will die together if 
the worst happens.”’ 

He was not hurt. 

Young Man Killed. 

Among those who died from injuries 
was a young man, who was found sit: 
ting against a wall, his severed arm ly- 
ing loose in his sleeve. To those wh? 
“I am 
still sticking to it.’’ ° 

In a house which was‘struck by ore 
bomb and damaged by two others, three 
boys sleeping in the same bed were 
Killed. 

A young man who ran out of a house 
in the neighborhood of which bombs 


twere falling received a mortal wound, 


but the other occupants, who remained 
behind to dress, escaped unharmed. 
Whole Family Die. 

A father, mother and daughter were 
found dead under the wreckage of* a 
small villa on which a bomb fell. A 
imessmaker’s assistant was found dead 
in a cellar in which she had taken 
refuge. 

In nine cases of death from bodily in- 
jury, a verdict was returned that the 
deaths had been caused by bombs 
thrown from an enemy airship, the Cor- 
ener having instructed the jury not to 
adopt what he described as the foolish 
precedent of bringing in a verdict of 
willful murder against the German Em- 
reror.

16; RESCUERS Gt! 
10 OF THE BODIES 


Of the Sixty-Five Persons in 
Submerged Car but Four 
Escaped Unhurt. 


MOST OF: DEAD DROWNED 


Bridge Weakened by Heavy Rain 
and Car Plunged Into 
the Mud. 


RANDOLPH, Kan., Oct. 16.—With 
eight bodies recovered from the half- 
submerged passenger car of a Union 


Pacific motor train which went 
through a bridge near here today, 
estimates of the total casualties were 
placed tonight at 16 dead and two 
score seriously injured. 

Sixty-five persons were in the car 
and but four escaped unhurt when it 
plunged into Fancy Creek and was 
buried deep in mud and water. 

Most of the dead, it is believed, 
were drowned, although evidence 
showed that several had been killed 
outright when the.train struck the 
bridge abutment that had _ been 
weakened by a heavy rain last night 
and crashed through.

The train was crowded with teach- 
ers on their way to a county conven- 
‘tion and many of the injured were 
young women. They said that the 
confusion was terrifying when the 
train, comprised of a passenger and 
baggage car, struck the bridge and 
plunged downward into the swollen 
creek, 

Rescue Werk Difficult. 

The task of saving the clinging pas- 
sengers was extremely difficult, even 
after the rescuers: had broken’ the 
windows and crawled through them. 
The rear end of the car was high in 
the air and the front end buried in 
the mud. It was necessary for the 
survivors to crawl up the sides of the 
ear, clinging to the window ledges 
and seats and to the end of the shat- 
tered abutment. 

Many of the injured were uncon- 
scious.: Relief trains trom Manhattan 
and Marysville brought aid to the in- 
jured. 

What occurred in the forward end 
of the passenger car, used as a smok- 
ing compartment, will never be 
known, as no one in that section has 
yet, been discovered among the sur- 
vivors. 

Smoking Compartment Submerged. 

The smoking compartment was sub- 
merged almost immediately after the 
abutment gave way and those in it 
had little or no chance to escape. 

The impact of the wreck shattered 
the windows in the forward part of 
the car and the water poured in over 
the imprisoned passengers as the car 
fell. Three bodies have veen taken 
from this section and, though they 
were badly injured, death occurred 
from drowning. All of the bodies re- 
maining in the car are in this sec- 
tion. 

Heroic acts were many on the part 
of the ‘passengers whe ‘vere them- 
selves injured. J. H. Sawtell, princi- 
pal of the Manhattan High School, al- 
though badly cut and bruised, refused 
to leave the car until every person 
who showed signs of life had been 
remoyed. When he recovered from 
the first shock, which precipitated 
him half way through a window, he 
seized an iron bar and, clambering 
over the tilted seats, broke out the 
glass of windows and helped many 
women to crawl through. 


-Several Near Death. 
Of the tee score injured, several 


were said by physicians to be in a 
grave condition tonight.

PRISON TO BEGIN 
I0-YEAR TERM 


He Is Assigned to Receiving 
Room for First Night—Will 
Be Dressed In Today. 


PAROLE IS DENIED 


Realty Man Appears Completely 
Disheartened by Failure to 
Win Release. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 16.— 


Charles Christian Crone of 4643 Berlin 
avenue, St. Louis, the North Broad- 


way realty dealer who defrauded 
many persons by the sale of bogus 
deeds of trust, entered the peniten- 
tiary at 5:41 this evening, to begin 
serving the 10-year sentence imposed 
on hym by Judge Grimm for forgery 
in She first degree. 

Arone, in charge of a deputy sheriff, 
and accompanied by his lawyer, Camp- 
bell Cummings, arrived in Jeferson City 
at 5:30. He refused to say anything to 
reporters at the railroad station and 
Cummings said he had not talked dur- 
ing the ride from St. Louis, and that he 
seemed to be in a daze. 

At the prison Crone was taken in 
charge by the night yardmaster, who di- 
rected that he should sleep in the re- 
ceiving room tonight, and should be 
dressed in tomorrow. The evening meal, 
which is served at 5 o’clock, was over 
when he arrived, and Crone’s supper 
was sent in from outside. Crone was 
then taken into the receiving room, and 
the door was locked behind him. 

In .passing through the corridor to 
the receiving room, Crone just missed 
meeting A. H. Frederick, the _ St. 
Louis realty dealer and politician 
whose downfall occasioned the inves- 
tigation that disclosed Crone’s mis- 
deeds. Frederick, who is serving a 
10-year term, and who is permitted to 
sleep in a stable outside the prison 
walls, was just leaving the prison to 
go to the stable. He met Dickmann 
and Cummings, who were a few steps 
behind Crone, and shook. hands with 
them. — 


PETITION FOR 
PAROLE DENIED 


Judge Grimm Declared Plea for 
Crone Was Little Short of 
Affront to Court. 


Crone pleaded guilty, in Judge 
Grimm’s court yesterday morning, to 
forgery in the first degree, committed 
in connection with one of his deed of 
trust frauds, and was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for 10 years. A petition 
for parole was then filed by his lawyer, 
Campbell Cummings, and a supplement- 
ary petition for parole was added by 
William L. Bohenkamp, attorney for a 
number of persons defrauded by Crone. 
The promise was made, in connection 
with this request, that friends of Crone, 
who were not named, would reimburse 
the losers, if the parole were granted. 
The inference was that otherwise they 
would receive nothing. 

Parole Was Denied. 

Crone arrived at court promptly at 
10 o’clock with his lawyer. He took a 
seat at the rear of the courtroom, and 
a number of old and middle-aged per- 
sons, who had lost money throughetheir 
investments with him, and who had 
come to court to ask for the parole, in 
the hope of getting their money back. 
sat near him. There were 27 signatures 
to the parole petition of Crone’s credit- 
ors, and apparently all the signers 
were on hand in person, 

When Judge Grimm entered and sig- 
nified that he was ready to take up 
the four cases against Crone, which 
were on the morning’s docket, Attor- 
ney Cummings called Crone forward. 
He walked up the courtroom altsle with 
his head bowed, looking only at the 
floor. A few minutes’ delay ensued, 
and he sat in the defendant's chair 
until the Judge again pronounced his 
name. 

The Judge asked for a plea in the 
case in which Crone was charged with 
forgery in the first degree, in forging 
the names of Joseph W. and Dora 
Mattman to a deed of trust for $5500 
on property at 1927 and 1929 Newhouse 
avenue, and selling the forged deed to 
John Buck of %06 Sullivan avenue. 

Crone then stood up, and his lawyer 
said that he would waive the reading 
of the indictment and plead guilty to

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Oct. 16.— 
The State Board of Pardons, after a 
hearing today, adopted a resolutioon by

Hillstrom refused 
to appear and his attorney said he had 
nu additional evidence or reasons to pre- 
sent. Hillstrom will be taken before 
the District Court next week to be re- 
sentenced to death. 

For Humanity and Comity. 

The Swedish Minister d in his tele-

Investigation of the record of John

years ago, and had gained the confi-

Mayor Kiel, City Counselor 
Daues, Comptroller Player and Collec- 
tor Koeln, in a conference yesterday 
morning, decided that Daves should 
make a report to Circuit Attorney Har- 
vey on the facts thus far ascertained by 
Koeln and himself. 

Appointed by Burton, 

Owen was appointed Deputy Collector — 
in 1911, under the old charter, by Claude 
Bb. Burton, Assessor and llector of 
Water Rates. The new charter sepa- 
rated the offices of .Asseaser and Col- 
lector and made the Deputy Colletor 
subordinate of the City Collector. Cal- 
lector Koeln said last night that Owen 
held over, under a provision that offi- 
cers appointed under the old charter 
should serve out their terms, and that 
he aimply “inhernted” Owen, without < 
making any direct reappointment. 
He said he had heard the story 
of Owen's old difficulty with the express 
company, but had understood it was all 
settled, and had seen no need for re- 
opening the matter. Owen, he said, was 
under a $10,000 bond, with the Equitable 
Surety Co. as surety. 

Owen was in 1887 a messenger for the 
Pacific Express Co., having a run over 
the Iron Mountain and connecting lines, 
from St. Louis to Dallas, Tex. Oct. 11, 
1887, it became known that the express 
company had lost a sum of money, be- 
tween $32,000 and $34000, and that Owen 
had disappeared. 

Files of St. Louls papers for the next 
few days tell of Owen’s arrest in Chi- 
cago, and later of the recovery by the 
company of $31,000 of the money, which 
had been hidden in an ash barrel in 
the rear of his home. The balance of 
the money due was repald to the com- 
pany, and Owen was not prosecuted. 

Owen, according to the published ao- 
count, confessed to officials of the com- 
pany that he took. the money at a 
time when he was craged with drink. 

According to another account, Owen 
lost $1000 on the races at Louisville, 
and the money recovered in the ash 
barrel was short something over $1000. 
It is said that Owen’s father made good

Bulgarians Penetrate Servia Seven 
Miles First Day of Fighting. 
SOFIA, Oct. 14, via London, Oct. 16.— 
The Bulgarian general offensive began 
this morning, the entire line being very 
active. According to reports brought in 
by an aviator at noon, the Bulgarian 
troops had already penetrated Servian 
territory at some places to a distance 
of about 67 miles. The public received 
without any excitement the King’s 
manifesto, declaring a state of war 
with Servia. The crowds around the 
bill boards read the document calmly, 
but the passage, ‘“‘We will fight simul- 
taneously with the victorieus armies of 
the Central .’owers,’”’ aroused sorne en- 

thusiasm. 


King Ferdinand Commands Army to 
Crush “Felon” Servia, 
LONDON, Oct. 16—A. copy of the 
manifesto of King Ferdinand to the 
Bulgarians, portions of which were for- 
warded from Sofla recently by tele- 


graph, reached London today. The 
manifesto implies Bulgaria has no 
quarrel with the Entente Powers, It 


explains that they, like Germany, were 
prepared to give Bulgaria the greater 
part of Macedonia. 

“Our treacherous neighbor, Servia, 
alone remained inflexible in the face 
of the advice of her friends and allies,” 
the manifesto continues. ‘‘Far from 
listening to their counsels, Servia, in 
animosity, stupidly attacked our terri- 
tory-and our brave troops have been 
forced te fight for the defense of their 
own soil.” 

In conclusion, King Ferdinand says: 
“The European war is nearing a close. 
The victorious armies of the Central 
Empires in Servia are advancing rapid- 
ly. I commend our valiant army to 
drive the enemy from the limits of our 
kingdom and crush this felon neigh- 
bor. We shall fight the Serbs at the 
same time as the brave armies of the 
Central Empires.”’ 


Legation at Washington Tells Why 
Bulgaria Entered the War. 
WASHINGTON, Oct.'16.—The legation 
of Bulgaria today made this statement 
eutlining the reasons which led that na- 

tion into the European war: 

“For months past Bulgaria has 
made it plain to all the world that what 
she wants is Macedonia, a country in- 
habited by Bulgarians, for the libera- 
tion of which from Turkish rule she 
entered upon the first Balkan war. In 
the treaty of alliance concluded between 
Servia and Bulgaria, in February, 1912, 
the larger part of Macedonia is sol- 
emniy recognized as belonging by right 
of nationality to Bulgaria, while a smal!

WASHINGTCN, Oct. 16—President 


Wilson stole a march on the public 
today. Accompanied by his cousin, 
Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, and Miss 
Lucy Smith of New Orleans, who is a 
house guest, the President left the 
White House in a large touring car 
about 9 o’clock this morning. The 


machine picked Mrs. Norman Galt, 


the President's fiancee, a few minutes 
later. The party’ spent the entire 
day touring Western Maryland, going 
as far as Harpers Ferry, which point 
they left at 2:30 o’clock ffor the re- 
turn trip. It was not until word 
reached the White House offices at 
2:30 o’clock that the attaches were 
apprised of the President’s where- 
abouts. — 

While there was the usual amount 
of speculatiog as to the probable des- 
tination of the party, as a matter of 
fact, Mr. Wilson's custom since com- 
ing to Washington has been to spend 
his Saturdays quietly and there was 
nothing unusual in his early depart- 
ure except the fact that it was not 
found out for several hours. 

The weather in Washington and vi- 
cinity was muggy all day, with light 
rain at times. It was a rather dreary 
day for such a tour, but members of 
the party appeared to enjoy them- 
selves and returned to the White 
House for dinner in a happy mood. 
They reached the White House at 5:30 
o’clock. The President and his 
guests had luncheon at Harpers Fer- 
ry. 

November Wedding Denied. 

From a source close to the Presi- 
dent, emphatic denial was given to- 
day to the story printed in a New 
York newspaper this morning that Nov 
10 is the date fixed for the wedding 
of President Wilson and Mrs. Galt. 
No definite information was given as 
to the date actually. determined, but it 
was insisted that the statement, 
given out at the time the President’s 
engagement was announced, that the 
marriage will take place early in De- 
cember still stands. While some per- 
sons firmly believe the wedding will 
occur some time in November, the 
actual date continues to be purely a 
matter of speculation. 

No information is obtainable at the 
White House regarding the rental which 
President Wilson will pay for Shadow 
Lawn, the McCall place, near Long 
Branch, N. J., next summer. While it 
is common knowledge that Mr. Wilson 
pays a good rental for the use of Har- 
lakenderi House, Cornish, N. H., which 
is the property of Winston Churchill, no 
information as to the exact amount has 
been made public. 

The President appears to feel that 
the rental paid for summer quarters, 
which must come out of his own funds, 
is a personal matter, and that no end 
would be served by making the amount 
public. His request to the prominent 
New Jersey citizens who invited him 
to accept Shadow Lawn next summer 
was that he be permitted to pay for its 
use the same rental that he has been 
paying at Cornish, even if the money 
were turned over to some charitable 
purpose. The understanding is that Mr. 
Wilson will pay the upkeep charges 
while at Shadow Lawn. 

Expected to Entertain. 

The expectation here is that the Presi- 
dent and his bride will entertain more 
or less extensively at Long Branch. 
Their activities in this regard probably 
will depend to some extent on the ad- 
journment of Congress. In any event, 
the President and the new “first lady’’ 
will make the summer capital a social 
center, at least in a modest way, while 
they are there. 

The announcement that the President 
will spend as much time as possible at 
Shadow Lawn next summer has caused 
the politicians to turn their eyes toward 
the newly chosen summer capital. The 
knowing ones are predicting that from 
this beautiful spot will be directed the 
presidential campaign of 1916. 

That President Wilson will be the 
Democratic nominee is conceded. In 
accepting the proffer by his New Jersey 
admirers of the magnificent estate, it is 
believed Mr. Wilson laid the founda- 
tions for a campaign along the line of 
that conducted on behalf of President 
McKinley in 190. That year Mr. Mce- 
Kinley remained at his home in Canton 
and received individuals and delegations 
from all sections of the country, but 
did not make any speech-making trips.

Correspondent Who Saw Capture of Redoubt 


Tells of Bewildering 


Shell Fire and Gas and Smoke.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 


FRANCE, Oct. 15. via London, Oct. 16— 
Along the HFulluch-Haisnes line, where 


the fighting has been almost continuous 
since the taking of Loos, a correspond: 
ent had an umprecedented view of the 
British attack which took the Hohen- 
zollern redoubt. 

From a vantage point tn the flat coun- 
try was witnessed a stupendous pano- 
rania of artillery 
glimpses of infantry rushing through 
smoke and shells. So rapid was the fire 
that an effort to count the number ot 
audible shots a minute from the British 
guns failed. In front, to the right and 
left and far if} the rear guns flashed 
and soattered shells over the genre 
A second’s lull in the firing by the bat- 
teries in the immediate neighborhood 
was filled by those farther away. 

No Shells Burst in Loos, 

The line of both the British and Ger- 
man trenches was discernible in long 
clouds of smoke, from the bursting 
shells. That of thé German artillery 
seemed smaller in volume. No shells 
were seen bursting in Loos itself, which 
appeared peaceful now back of the Brit- 
ish positions. For this tremendous con- 
centration was restricted to a narrow 
theater against the frontal positions of 
the opposing side. It was a warm and 
perfect autumn day, a bréght sun shin- 
ing and playing into a nimbus in the 
sky, which gave the aeroplanes cover, 
and into the churned, man-made nim- 
bus rising from the earth. Rolling 
clouds of gas, rising up from the Brit- 
ish trenches like steam from the loco- 
motive of a passing train above the edge 
of a cut, as it was released from the 
apparatus in the trenches, was distin- 
guishable from the explosion of every 
variety of shells. 


The reddish, black, British lyddite 
and the coal black German nine-inch 
explosives shot up through the lighter 
smoke in dense spurts, tinged at the 
bottom with dust from the trenches; 
while the explosion of a mine made a 
vast, mushroom-shaped column. 


SmokéNpombs, used as a screen, add- 
ing to the effect of the light-colored 
burst from the shrapnel, were shot low 
to destroy the barbed wire and high to 
search the trenches. 

Large caliber shrapnel bursting in the 
air made big vaporous puffs and high 
explosives bursting in the air caused big 
black puffs. There also were asphyx- 
iating gas shells, signal shells to assist 
the gunners, and shells which dropped 
streaming points of fire like those from 
a skyrocket. The sun, shining through 
the clouds above and below, made a 
mass of changing colors that was an 
eye-tiring spectacle. Now toward Hul- 
luch it was pink and toward Auchy-les- 
la-Bassee dark green, while toward the 
Hohenzollern redoubt and Foss 8 the 
German parapet became visible for an 
instant, only to be hidden again. 


Plowing in Rear of Lines. 

Avenues of trees along the roads, 
some of them cut down by shell fire, 
stood stripped, like telephone poles, of 
their limbs and foliage, and there were 
to be seen the jagged ruins of villages, 
spectral in the variegated mist of de-

No Trace of Six Men Who Escaped 
on the Yacht 
Eclipse. 

NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 16.—Wireless 
messages from all along the Atlantic 
Coast have brought word that noth- 
ing has been seen of the auxiliary 
yacht Eclipse, on which six German 
officers from the interned auxiliary 
cruiser Kronprinz Wilhelm are  be- 
lieved to be making their way to a 
larger vessel at sea. 

It developed today that Lieut. Hoff- 
man, who is in command of the miss- 
ing Germans, took frequent trips 
through the southern branch of the 
Elizabeth River, familiarizing himself 
with the intand route to *+e Atlantic 
Ocean. ‘If the Eclipse took this in- 
land route it would pass through the 
dismal swamp canal and Currituck 
Sound and come out on the Atlantic 
at Manteo, N. C., withevt danger of 
being seen by Government observers. 

The battleships Minnesota, New 
York, New Hampshire and Rhode Isl- 
and, which arrived off the Virginia 
Coast today to engage in target prac- 
tice, kept a sharp watch for the 
Eclipse while coming down the coast 
from Newport.

Petition for 


a Parole for 
Crone De€nied

Frederick, who had to lean on his law- 
yer while being sentenced for a crime 
similar to Crone’s, last April. 

The Circuit Attorney’s reason for ask- 
ing that the parole petition be consid- 


should be taken up, was explained after- 
ward. He wished to hold the three other 
cases in reserve, so that, if a parole 
were granted in the first case, he could 
demand arraignment on one of the; 
other charges. In the case of another 
plea of guilty or a conviction, the Judge 
could not again exercise the right of pa- 
role, since Judges, under the law, have 
this power only in the case of first of- 
fenders. 

Cummings then made formal applica- 
tion for a parole for his client. He 
said Crone was in poor health, that he 
suffered a stroke of apoplexy in 
August, and that a physician had stated 
that he would probably not live more 
than two or three months, after being 
sent to the penitentiary. He said Crone’s 
friends had promised, in the event the 
parole should be granted, to reimburse 
all who had lost money by their deal- 
ings with him. . 

27 Naniés on Petition. 
Bohnenkamp, as attorney for a num- 
ber of Crone‘s victims, presented the 
supplemental petition, with 27 signa- 
tures, asking for the parole. Judge 
Grimm asked if Crone: wished to inform 
the court that he had defrauded 72/7 
persons, and Cummings replied that 
Crone wished the court to be apprised of 
all the facts. 

Bohnenkamp read his petition, which 
set forth that the signers had been 
defrauded of sums from $50 to $15,000 by 
Crone, but that they believed he was 
penitent, and that they had been as- 
sured of Caperenegeomcamae in the event of 
a parole. 

The Judge, caterruntine Bohnen- 
kamp, exclaimed, “This is the first 
time in my experience that anyone 
has dared to make such a proposition 
to the Court.” The Circuit Attorney 
indorsed this remark and Judge 
Grimm asked him what such a pro- 
posal would lead to. Harvey replied 
that it would lead to a point where 
the Court would be in the position of 
compounding a felony. 

*T protest,” said the Circuit Attor- 
ney, “against Crone’s friends coming 
in and rattling their gold on the table 
in a court of justice.” He said the 
crime committed had been not alone 
against property, but against the 
whola community, in the mutilation 
of public records and the forging of 
deeds, which might cause many per- 
sons to lose their money. 

Cummings argued against the sug- 


Pohnenkamp asked if paroles had not 
been granted in other cases, where 
restitution had been made. 
“Yes,” said Judge Grimm, “where 
restitution has first been made and 
the defendant has come in and thrown 
himself on the mercy of the Court, 
but never before has an attempt been 


Judge Grimm then ordered a re-

lend an ear to the friends of the de- 
fendant and parole him at the request 
of those suffering through his crim- 
inal acts, then every robber, burglar, 
embezzler and thief who had been 
caught could plead guilty, offer to 
make restitution, and demand in the 
name of equal justice that he be per- 
mitted to escape punishment. 

“I have no doubt that any criminal 
who has been caught would most 
cheerfully make restitution on condi- 
tion that he be paroled.” 


He pointed out how such a practice 
would work in the case of embezzling 
bankers. He then expounded the) the- 
ory of the law, in prescribing punish- 
ment as a deterrent to crime, and |said 
that, to make it a real deterrent, there 
must be the greatest possible certainty 
that the penalty will: have to be pai 
To set wrongdoers free, upon théir 
making restitution to their victims, the 
Judge said, would be to thwart the very 
object of the criminal law, and would 
be equivalent to offering a premium 
to lawbreakers. It would encourage 
crime, for the criminal would then have 
all to gain, if he escaped detection, and 
iittle to lose, if he were detected. 


Crone’s victims, the Judge said, had 
their proper means of relief through 
suits in the civil courts. He said the 
Proposal for a parole, conditioned on 
restitution, was a request that the court 
should ignore the law, instead of en- 
forcing it. 


“In substance,” he said, “it is a pro- 
posal that the defendant be permitted 
to purchase immunity. The proposal 
cannot be considered for a moment: and 
if the Court were not satisfied from the 
high character of counsel that their 
zeal for their client’s interest had cloud- 
ed their judgment, it would regard the 
proposal as an affront.” 


Limit te Paroles. 

He concluded by referring to the limit 
placed on paroles by trial Judges, that 
they shall be granted only to first of- 
fenders, and he said that this power 
should be exercised cautiously, if not 
sparingly, and always with a view to the 
safety and welfare of the community. 

Following the denial of the parole, the 
Circuit Attorney entered a nolle prosequi 
in each of the three other Crone cases 
on the docket. Attorney Cummings said 
all motions would be waived, and turned 
Crone over to a deputy sheriff, who took 
him to the Health Department for vac- 
cination. 


Crone was then taken to the Sheriff's 
office. A depaty took him out for lunch 
and then to Jefferson City on the train 
leaving Union Station at 2 o'clock. 

There was no farewell scené at the 
station, as Crone, realizing the likeli- 
hood that his request for parole would 
be denied, had bidden his wife good-by 
at home. ¢ 

Crone is the third real estate dealer to 
be sent to the penitentiary tn six months 
for fraudulent realty transactions. The 
first was Frederick, who was exposed 
just after his election to the office of 
President of the Board of Aldermen, and 
who is now ser tng a 10-year term at 
Jefferson’ City for forgery. The next 
was Richard F. Goo@now, sentenced for 
two years for embezzlement by baillee.

SIR LIONEL CARDEN, 
CRITIC OF WILSON 
-ONMEXICO, DEAD} 


British Diplomat, Friend of 
Huerta, Who Was Transferred 
to Brazil, Succumbs in London. 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—Sir Lionel Car- 
den, who was British Minister to 
Mexico from 1913 until August, 1914, 
when he was forced to leave Mexico 
City by Gen. Carranza, after the 
overthrow of President Huerta, died 
in London today. rs 

Sir Lionel Edward Gresley Carden was 
born in County Tipperary, Ireland, in 
185. . He was best known in this coun- 
try as Minister to Mexico, where he 
came into prominence during the days 
following the assumption of power by 
Gen. Huerta. Previous to this he had 
held many offices, most of them in the 
Latin-speaking cemuntries of the Amer- 
icas. 

Str Lionel first became a figure in the 
relations between the United States and 
Mexico when, upon his arrival in Mex- 
ico City just after Huerta had impris- 
oned a number of Deputies and had de- 
clared a practical dictatorship, he pre- 
sented his credentials. His action was 
construed im some quarters as a vir- 
tual recognition of Huerta and the lat- 


-ter’s acts. The Mtmister contended, 


however, that Huerta previous to that 
had been recognized provisionally by 
the British Foraign Office, 

In October, 3, a formal inquiry 
was made by Ambassador Page in Lon- 
don as to the attitmde of the British 
Minister regarding the Mexican situa- 


tion. Str Lionel figured largely tn the 


press of the United States through his 
reported criticiam of the policy of the 
American Government relative to Mex- 
ico. In February, 1914, he was called 
to London for a conference. There was 
much speculation at the time as to the 
reeaning of the summons, and later 
some surprise occasioned here by the 
official announcement shortly after the 
Minister’s arrival that he would return 
to Mexico City.

“COURTHOUSE FIRE 
IN BOWLING GREEN 


State Auditors Say Burning of 
Building Will Not Stop 
Their Work. 


BOWLING GREEN, Mo., Oct. 6— 
The Pike County Courthouse was al- 
most totally destroyed by fire early this 
morning, the origin of which has not 
been determined. The fire came a few 
hours after accountants from the of- 
fice of State Auditor Gordon had be- 
gun an audit of the_books of County 


+ Treasurer A. J. Ladley and Collector 


Tom King. The books of all the county 
offices are to be audited. 

The fire started in the cupola and 
continued until it had burned out, leav- 
ing only the walls standing, but all the 
cou records were carried from the 
vaults soon after the fire started and 
were saved. 

The audit of the county books was or- 
dered upon the petition of 500 citizens 
of Pike County after County Jndge 
Goodman had made unsuccessful ef- 
forts to have the other members of the 
Gounty Court agree to the — of the 
books of certain offices. 


==} Judge Goodman is cashier of the Bank 


of Louisiana. At the time he intro- 
duced a resolution for the County Court 
to order an audit of the books of cer- 
tain offices he stated that he had ob- 
rserved that proper business methods 
were not followed in some county of- 
fices and that he believed an audit 
would result in an improvement of the 
system. / 

He said tonight that he meant that 
the records of tax collections were such 
that a number of cases were lost track 
of before the taxes were paid, with the 
result that the county lost heavily. 

Judge Goodman safd that he could 
not explain just what was wrong with 
the system used by the Collector, but 
that he was satisfied that the use of 
the present system resulted in a loss to 
the county. 


| Judges McCune and Brown, his asso- 


clates, did not agree with Judge Good- 
man, and it was after their refusal to 
order the audit that petitions were cir- 
culated among the tax payers. Judge 
Goodman had nothing to do with circnu- 
lating the petitions, but forwarded 
them to the State Auditor. Under the 
law the State Auditor is required to 
andit the county books if petitioned to 
by 500 citizens or the County Court. The 
accountants say that the fire will not 
stop their work. 

The town was awakened by the ring- 
‘ing of bells after the fire had been dis- 
covered, but as there is no fire depart- 
ment here, little headway could be 
made in checking the blaze.

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EMPLOYERS’ AID 
T0 BE ASKED IN 
FORMING BIG ARMY 


U. S. to Request That Men Be 
Permitted to Take Training 
at Small Financial Loss. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—Employers 


throughout the United States—corpora- 
tions, manufacturers, professional men, 
tradesmen and business men of all 
Classes—are to be astred to contribute, as 
their share in the national defense, per- 
mission for their employes to engage 


without serious financial loss in two 
months’ military training during each 
of three years. 

This is an essential rart of the admin- 
istration’s plan for raising a citizen 
army of £20,000 men in six years, which, 
with a regular army of 140,008 men and 
300,000 reserves, would give a trained 
force, exclusive of state militia, of about 
1,200,000 in the event of war 

The success of the plan; officials ad- 
mit, depends, not on the approprtations 
of Congress, for its cost will be com- 
paratively small, but the patriotic re- 
sponse of employers té whom an appeal 
will be made to furlough as many men 
eaeh year, at differerit seasons, as they 
can spare, who wish to join the proposed 
continental army. 

Many cted to Be Attracted. 

Administration officials are confident 
that even though it is proposed to 
enlist only 133,000 men a year in the 
continentals, or a total of nearly 300,000 
in the first six-year period, more than 
that number would be attracted by the 
outdoor life of a military camp ‘if they 
could be assured by their employers that 
their positions would not bé lost or their 
earnings seriously decreased. The pro- 
posed enlistment requires two months’ 


ability for service during the remaining 
three years only in event of war. 

The army plans for more than 1,000,000 
trained men in six years and the navy’s 
program of 10 dreadnoughts and six bat- 
tle cruisers within five years, both of 
presented to Congress 
with the indorsement of President Wil- 
son, were the absorbing topics of inter- 
est here today. 

The proposed. army appropriation bill 
will be $182,000,000, or an increase of 
$72,000,000 over last year, and that of the 
navy is $216,000,000, a $68,000,000 increase. 
The total defense budget of nearly $400,- 
000,000 is an increase of $140,000,000, whiéh, 
it is understood, is to be raised by a 
bond issue and increased revenue ex- 
pected from a. return to certain t&riff 
duties removed last year. 

It became known tonight that the 
five-year program includes, besides the 
10 dreadnoughts and six battle cruis- 
ers, 2% coast submarines, 15 seagoing 
submarines, 50 destroyers, 15 scout crui® 
ers and five gunboats. Two dread. 
noughts will be built each year. Two 
battle cruisers will be built the first 
year, one thé third year, two the fourth 
year and one the fifth year. | 

This plan was agreed on in order that 
the appropriations out of the $500,000,- 
000 fund to be expended for new ships 
during the five years might be evenly 
distributed through the various sessions 
of Congress. 

Personnel to Be Increased. 

The first year’s bill will provide $28,- 
600,000 to complete ships already author- 
ized, besides the new dreadnoughts and 
battle cruisers, and provide also for 


‘the construction of 2% coast submarines, 


five seagoing submarines, 15 destroyers, 
three scout cruisers, two gunboats, one 
fuel ship and one hospital ship; $2,000,000 
for aircraft and for 10,000 additional men 
and 250 additional midshipmen at the

ALDERMAN BIL 
ON HOUSE PERMIT 


Directors of Real Estate Ex- 
change Hold Meeting and 
Want Public Hearing. 


Charles Z. Trembley, president of the 
Real Estate Exchange, declared yes- 
terday that bill No. 423 pending before 
the Board of Aldermen undertakes to 
govern property in a more drastic way 
than any measure introduced in a St. 
Leuis legislative body in % years. The 
bill provides for inspection of flats, 
apartments and tenements, and would 
forbid the occupancy of buildings with- 
out permits to be issued at the discre- 
tion of the local building and health 
commissioners. 

Directors of the Real Estate Ex- 
change said that sufficient inspection 
of buildings is already provided for 
under a city ordinance, and declared 
that the passage of the bill would give 
the city officials the whip hand over 
all property owners. 

The Real Estate Exchange directors 
held a meeting Friday to prepare a pro- 
test against the passage of the bill. 
The protest which is in the form of a 
resolution says the bfll “arrogantly and 
uselessly requires that commissioners 
certify that buildings have been erected 
according to ordinance, which, in ef- 
fect, is nothing more than a certificate 
of conduct on the part of the offi- 
clals that they have carried out their 


dutiés.’’ 
It says the bill would deny property 


owners the right to own, operate and 
control their property without obtain- 
ing a permit, and that “it strikes at 
the constitutional liberties of the prop- 
erty owner.” The bill is termed revo 
lutionary and a public hearing on, the 
measure is asked.

New Building on North Taylor 
Avenue Will Represent an Ex- 
penditure of $210,000. 


EXERCISES ARE POSTPONED 


Formalities Were Scheduled for 
Yesterday, but Had to Be 
Deferred for a Week. 


The formal opening will be held next 
Saturday of the $210,000 addition to the 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium at 919 North 
Taylor avenue. The opening was to 


have taken place yesterday, but delay 
in finishing the new building and get- 
ting the furniture installed made it 
necessary to postpone the exercises for 
a week. 

At the formal opening E. W. Stephens 
of Columbia, president of the Board of 
Managers, with Dr. W. J. Williamson 
and other prominent Baptist “ministers, 
will make addresses. The building will 
then be opened to the public for inspec- 
tion. 

R. D. Brown Gave Fortune. 

The Missouri Baptist Sanitarium was 
first made pos&Sible by the late A. D. 
Brown, millionaire shoe manufacturer. 
When the sanitarium was founded in 
1890, Brown headed the list of contribu- 


tors with $20,000. A few years later an 


endowment fund was created and Brown 
donated $50,000. When the addition to 
the building was proposed a short time 
before the death of Brown he gave $100,- 
000 to the cause. At various times dur- 
ing the life of the institution Brown had 
donated smaller sums and it is said that 
his total donations to the institution 
totaled almost $200,000. 

George .Warren Brown was the next 
largest contributor to the fund for the 
new building. His gift was $5000. A 
few individual contributions of $1000 
each were received and the Baptists of 
Missouri raised $60,000. Before the com- 
pletion. of the building, however, it was 
necessary to borrow $60.000. 

Mrs. Cadwallader Superintendent. 

Mrs. I. H. Cadwallader, a sister of 
Brown, is superintendent of the insti- 
tution and her husband, Dr. Cadwallad- 
er, is physician in charge. 

The new building has four stories 
and a finished basement. It contains 
100 rooms for patients and on each 
floor is a large sun parlor. The oper- 
ating department on the fourth floor 
is one of the most complete possible. 
There are fourteen rooms in this de- 
partment. 

The operating rooms 
floors, walls and ceilings. The large 
windows in the rooms are so ar- 

ged that the light is natural. 
The department has two large rooms 
for the use of the physicians, one of 
which will contain lockers, and the 
other fitted for a rest room. 

The private rooms will all be fur- 
nished in walnut and mahogany. The 
windows which open from them onto 
the large porches are large enough 
to permit the beds of the patients to 
be moved out onto the porches in 
pleasant weather, : 

Rooms for the Nurses. 

In the new department will be sev- 
eral rooms for the use of the nurses 
and in the basement a chapel, train- 
ing school .and reading room for 
nurses. Plants have been installed 
to manufacture electricity faz..the 
building and to make the ice which 
will be used. All the water will be 
sterilized in a plant which has been 
installed in the basement. On each 
floor is a diet kitchen, where special 
food will be prepared for patients. 
The main kitchen is in the basement 
and the dining room will remain in

The old building, which is connect- 
ed with the new structure, will con- 
tain the wards and.a number of ; -i- 
vate rooms. This part of the institu- 
tion will be improved to compare ag 
favorably as possible with the new 
structure. A portion of the old build- 
ing which was moved to the north 
side of the grounds to make room for 
the new building will be used as a 
cottage for neuralgia patients. 

Built Around Paved Court, 

The new building is constructed 
around a paved court In such a man- 
ner that there is not a dark room in 
the structure. This court will be 
ij made atractive with flowers and 
benches and will be used by the pa- 


tients.

: participants are three distinguished women. For the affirmative 
stands redoubtable Amelia E. Barr, 85 years old, the mother of six 
and the author of 60 novels. Her opponents are both un- 

married, but none the less firm in their opinions on the subject— 
Miss Agnes Repplier of Philadelphia, the gifted essayist ; and Miss 
Mary Caroline Crawford of Boston, sociologist and author ef many 
well-known beoks, usually upon some phase of. historic romance. 

Mrs. Barr fired the opening gun of the battle: — 

‘*Old-fashioned mothers are all too few. It will be a sad weeld 
when the old-fashioned mother is no more. For she is the one real 
‘mother, the one successful mother. 


‘‘A home, however splendidly appointed, i is ill-furnished with- . 
out the sound of children’s voices and the patter of children’s feet. 


‘*¥ That time has the clubwoman for her baby? A husband, to 
such 4 woman, is simply a banker. Yet if she truly loved her 
husband she would prefer his children to every other thing he 
eould give her. . 

- Taether class, although they have a good, 
loving, industrious husband, will not give him 
the honor and joy of fatherhood. They imag- 
ine they would have to do without a servant 
or a gown or some personal comfort, or forget 


that maternity is not sickness.”’ 


To this challenge Miss Crawford and Miss 
Repplier, as spokeswomen for the modern femi- 
nine type, hastened to reply. ‘‘The modern 
mother is all that the old-fashioned mother *. 
was, and more!’’ Miss Crawford prcclaimed: 
‘fIf the old-fashioned mother should give piace 
to the new-fashioned mother, so much the bet- 
ter!’’ declared Miss Repplier. 

**The old-fashioned mother, admirable as 
she was,”’ Miss Crawford proceeded to elabor- 
ate her views, ‘‘tended to be selfish, with some- 
thing of. the selfishness of the mother heast 
that guards her cubs against all comers. Today 

we are passing beyond the animal.stage. 

I would define the new-fashioned mother 
as a woman who has a tremendous apprecia- 
tion of the joys of motherhood, but an equally 
tremendous appreciation of the duties of moth- 
erhood, together with a feeling that her own children are not the 
only children under the sun. 

‘*How can she be this, if she does not recognize her duties to 


- society by trying, either by herself or in some public way, to help 


society along? Is she not a better mother to her children, is she 
not more able to give them the broader and more unselfish train- 
img needed today, if shwis herself an example of this spirit? 


“It is a thing to be thankful for that modern living—partic- - 


ularly modern housekeeping—is becoming so simplified that a wom- 
an can do her work in the world and have plenty of time and en- 
ergy left for the home. Two things the modern mother is finding 
it impossible to free herself from to.a degree. These are the drudg- 
ery. of housework and the terror of motherhood. 

“The first is made ogee wad our saner and mere sim-

Baby’s teeth no longer 
form a nightly tragedy. 
*‘T know the remarkable 
ease of a woman who was 
associated with me in so- 
cial work.

was most efficient, and it was ite then by chance, when one day she 
remarked that her daughter had to be got ready to-go off to college, 
that I even suspected she had children. I inquired, and she con- 
fessed to not only the daughter, but several sons. - 


**Just this sort of'case seems to speak for itself when you raise 


the question of married women teaching in the sehools.. I know 


one woman in New York, member of a charity board, who had a 
number of babies and boasted that they never caused her to miss.a 


_ ‘What we are working toward, I believe; is an adjustment of s0- 
cial conditions. that will enable all women to combine home inter- 
ests and outside interests in proper proportion.’’ 

Here Miss Repplier takes up the story, declaring in the first 
place that she can see no dearth of old-fashioned mothers, either 
present or prospective, such as Mrs. Barr forebodes; and that in 
the second place, if such occurred so much the better. She says: 

‘‘New-fashioned mothers who have come under my observation 

seem much more admirable than the older sort. 
I envy their daughters the intimacy of their 
relations with their parents. 

‘Young people now can scarcely imagine 
what the parent of 50 years ago was like. Chil- 
dren feared their mothers, sometimes !oved 
them in a distant way, but never with the 
charming intimacy and equality of position 
that I see today. My own grandmcthers, for ex- 
ample, seemed to me as a child to be at least 
several hundred years old, and utterly unap- 
proachable from the human side. 

“I know a_Jittle girl of 14 in a delightful 
family, who was reproached playfully by her 
grandmother for lack of respect. The little 
girl replied: ‘You know, grandmother, if we 
treated you like a chimney corner granny 
you’d be a chimney corner graony.. What 
keeps you alert and interesting is the fact that 
we pay you the compliment of meetin you 

. mind to miind.’’ 

**It was a precocious little speech, I know, 
but trne. Women—mothers in particular—are 
younger today than they ever were. Their 

daughters and sons keep them young. They play golf with them, 
go out with them into the country and into society, and dress like 
the young folks, too. It seems to me a great gain. 

. **Certainly the modern mother brings up her children better 
than the older type. This very intimacy broadens their minds and 
sympathies, and what little is lost in respect is gained in true af- 
feetion and understanding. 

“You might imagine that the modern club woman who is a 
mother sees less of her children ¢han the mother of a generation or 
so ago. “{ think not. There never was a fime when women who 
wanted excitement and life did not give over thér children to the 
eare of nurses. a oe eee

N these days when ease and comfort have filtered 

.. down through all classes, when former lux- 

- uries have become almost necessities, when all 

sorts of amusements, from the movie show 

to the high-priced cabaret, have sprung up; 

when among all ranks there is a profuse ex- 
penditure of money which would have horrified 

our fathers, and when a desperate drive for the conquest 


of wealth is the all-abserbing passion working on all — 


sides—under these circumstances of revelutionized 
standards of living has there been a _ corresponding 
change in the standards of conduct and morality? 

Every epoch has had its pet sin. In Oriental civiliza- 
tions like those of Babylon, ‘Nineveh and Tyre, un- 
bridled luxury was the besetting vice. In ancient 
Greece, lying and duplicity became synonyms for once 
heroic Hellas.. In imperial Rome the national stain was 
bloodthirsty cruelty, as betrayed in the’ gladiatorial 
games. In medieval Italy treachery and perfidy became 
virtues, advocated by such men as Machiavelli. 

And now, in our own civilization, without question the 
most luxurious the world has ever seen, what is our 
darling sin, or failing, or weakness? This question, first 
posed by the Rev. Christian F. Reisner of New York, 
drew interesting replies from a number of persons prom- 
inent in the East, and has also been answered by sev- 
eral St. Louis pastors, clubwomen and others. It has 
been assumed that by “most popular sin’”’ is meant the 
sin that is most common or prevalent. 

Bishop Daniel S. Tuttle of St. Louis, presiding Bishop 
of the Episcopal Church in the United States, said: 

“The theological answer to that question would be 
that the most prevalent sin is that sin which disregards 
God’s first and greatest commandment, which is, to love 
the Lord, thy God, with all thy heart, with all thy 


might and with all thy strength. The simple answer to 


the question is self-love or selfishness. This answer 
covers virtually all other sins, or rather almost all other 
sins can be traced-to selfishness. The person who tells 
a lie does it from a selfish purpose, just as the thief or 
the embezzier commits his crime from a selfish motive.” 
“The Rev. William. J. McKittrick, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Chutch, gave thé same answer as Bishop 
Tuttle. " “Selfishness,” he said, “is the sin of which, in 
my opinion, the most people are guilty.” 

The Rev. Timothy Dempsey, pastor of St. Patrick’s 
Catholic Church, who is noted for his works of charity, 
answered the question, not from his knowledge of hu- 
man errors gained in the performance of his duties as a 
priest, but from his general obseryations of human na- 
ture, which cover a wide range. His answer was: Blass 
most common sin is pride.” 

Dr. Leon Harrison, rabbi of Temple Israel, wiuhk the 
following answer, after taking sufficient time to con- 
sider the question from every side: 

“In my opihion lightmindedness is the most popular 
sin im the United States. The American people have a 


tist Church, said: ‘The turning of man to himself in- 
stead of his fellowmen is the most common sin.” Dr. 
Williamson declares that the commercial life of the 
world today is such that almost everyone becomes 
selfish, many against their own inclinations. Many, he 


thinks, are forced to live for self only, yet he declares 


that there are a great many men and women in the 
world who live entirely for their fellowmen. Dr. Wil- 
liamson thinks that a reorganization of business life is 
necéssary to eliminate selfishness and bring about a 
condition which will guarantee to every person his or 
her share of the necessities of life. 

The Rev. John W. Day, pastor of the Church of the 
Messiah, Unitarian, said: “I willeanswer the question 
with just one word: Lying. I think that is not only 
the most common but the biackest of sins.” 

The Rev. J. S. Bunting, pastor of the Church of the 
Ascension, Episcopal, also believes that: lying is the 
most prevalent sin. Other sins which are very com- 
mon, he says, are ‘show, insincerity and extravagance. 
‘He explains that under the head of lying we may class 
a_great deal of muckraking and unjust criticism. He 
cited as examples the criticism of President Wilson’s 
foreign policy and the intemperance charge made some 
time ago against Theodore Roosevelt. ; 

Miss Florence Hayward, traveler and author, says 
that she considers the failure of persons to judge others 
as they judge themselves the most prevalent sin. There 
is far too much unjust criticism, she believes. : 

A number of prominent cluabwomen who were asked 
to answer the question declined on the ground that they 
were not capable of discussing what they considered a 
theological question.

EWS dispatches of a few days ago 
told of a beautiful and fmpress- 
ive spectacle—of a swarm of 
butterflies flying south ever 

' Oklahoma in such thronging mi} 
lions that, although marshalled | 
in thick array, it took them sev- 

eral hours to pass the town of Dewey. As an 
attistic. phenomenon nothing could have been ~ 
more gorgeous, for the rich colors of the {ngsects 
created a great cloud dyed with all the hues of 
the rainbow; and towards evening the sun, set- 
ting in a blaze of scarfet, and staining the 
myriads of fluttering wings with crimson, seemed 

to turn them into one vast flame, hovering and 

flickering across the sky. 
This ocurrence illustrates the interesting re- 

searches which scientists have been making re- 
cently into one of nature’s strangest and cruelest 
policies—that of propagating some species of her 


creatures with such stupendous prodigality that, The progeny of a single butterfly, in. only three years, would, if the breezes. The spores a 
increase were unchecked, reach the enormous 


total of one thousand millions. 


if unhindéred, they would in a short time swamp 
the entire earth; and then, as a countéreheck to 
their fatal fertility, loosing upon them various 
agencies -of broadcast and ruthfess slaughter. The question as to why this 
immense ‘and incessant wastage of life exists is one over which many philos 
ophers have puzzled, for it seems to indict nature for criminal extravagance 
and inefficiency. , eg : 
- Take the case of the butterfly, for instance, concerning the prolific powers of 
which some arresting calculations. have been made. It may be said that the 
ordinary female White Butterfly will produce 40 eggs at a time. We may take 
it that the sexes are equally divided, and that half the resulting butterflies will 
be female. As these reach maturity they take up their function of egg-laying. 
The original female will likely produce two batches of eggs in a single summer. 
The calculation is a long one to work through, but it comes out somewhat 


: as follows: 7 


At the end of three years from the laying of the first batch of eggs by one 
female butterfly with which we started, there would be not less than one- 
thousand millions of butterflies, if their increase were not checked. Such a 
huge army would do enormous damage to crops in the caterpillar stage. When 
they reached the winged state, there would be a cloud of insects which would 
be prodigious—quite sufficient to cast half a dozen cities the size of St. Louis 


{nto deep gloom. And this*vast throng would be the progeny of a single female 


butterfly, in the course of only three years! : 

In the matter of increasé there are few animals more remarkable than rabbits. 
Thesé creatures start-to breed when they are barely six months old, and théy 
have n known to produee eight or even more litters in the course of the 


_ year, e-famous Welsh naturalist, Thomas Pennant, kept a record of the 


offspring produced by one doe, and he found that, in a period of 12 months, these’ 
numbered no less than 58. in the Royal Natural History, Dr. Richard Lyddeker, 
has estimated that if a single pair of rabbits were to go on breeding for three 
years, at the end of this time there would be no less ‘than 13,718,000! It would 
be difficult to find even standing room for these in the underground railways of 


t 


‘London. : 


Of course; in Australia the rabbit has proved to be a great nufsance. Here 
it would appear that the number of animals and birds which prey upon rabbits’ 
is very small; food is abundant, and altogether the conditions are too easy for 
so prolific a race. For the well-being of the world it would be a good plan if 
rabbits could be confined to those parts where weasels, bifds of prey and other 
destroying agents are plentiful. The whole trouble in Australia seems to have 


commenéed ‘about 60 years ago, when 
a farmer loosed a few pairs of British . 


wild rabbits on his land.

Yet famous botanist, 
Kerner, has shown that this plant- conld, if 
unchecked,’ increase at a rate which is little 
shert of alarming. the period taken. was for 
three years and, amazing as the result may 
seem to be, there is every for believing 
that the calculation was worked out with the 
utmost care. It was considered that the normal 
increase of the Hedge Mustard, if allowed to 
go on unchecked over this period, would pro- 
duce a sufficient number of plants to eover the 
dry land in the world 2000 times over. 


What is it which, in the ordinary way, keeps 
this weed, which is of a peculiarly hardy 
nature; from crowding everything else out? The 
question is one mofe easy to ask than’ to 
answer, for the Hedge Mustard does not seem 
to be afflicted with any pests, to a great extent. 
| Perhaps a certain number of the seeds are 
eaten by small birds, but probably the majority 
of those which fall to the ground are simply 
smothered by the press of plants upon this 
trowded earth. 

Among the so-called flowerless plants there 
are to be found some even more singular in- 
stances of vegetable increase. As is well known 
ferns are increased by the production of spores,

The question of increase is an even more bewildering one when we eome to 
the case of the fungi. A very large specimen of the Giant Puffball was conceived 
to have produced spores to the number of 7,000,000,000,000—whatever this gigantic 
figure may mean. But it is desirable to consider something. which is a little 
more intelligible, and so one may take the case of the common Mushroom, with 
which everyone is familiar. Here it is computed that the number of spores fn 
ah average example was not far short of two thousand million. Now each one 
of these spores is capable of giving rise to those curious white threads which 
shoot hither and thither underground, and form the vegetable part from. which 
the mushroom rises. In this way a single spore may, in ‘the course of time, be 
responsible -for a very large number of mushrooms. Still, even granting that 
each spore produced but a solitary mushroom of very moderate size, we should, 
from the spores borne by one fungus, be able to cover a gigantic bed more than 
10Q0 acres in area. “ .

N the first day of this month the accents 
of the human voice, transformed into 
wireless waves, were sent flashing from 
the antennae: of the United States navy'’s 
giant radio tower at Arlington, Va. They 
sped with the velogity 6f light- across the 
Appalachian range and the valleys of the 

Ohio dnd Mississippi ‘rivers, rushing high above St. 
Louis on their way; they soared over the Rockies and 
in a fraction of a moment traversed Utah, Nevada and 
California; they launched themselves into the vast 
spaces of the Pacific; and finally came to rest, after a 
journey of 4600 miles, or nearly one-fifth of the girdle 
of -the globe, at the naval statfon at Pearl Harbor, 
Honolulu. There the electric waves were changed back 
into sound, and. spoke into the human ear with the 
genuine tones, true even in pitch, timbre and accent, 


of the original sender of the longest wireless telephone 


message ever before accomplished in_hisfory. 

Behind this most staggering miracle of invention and 
science there was the wizardry of a single human brain 
—and that brain is the possession of a diminutive Irish- 
American of rectilinear features, piercing eyes and 
spacious brow. He is John J. Carty, chief engineer oF 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 

Although Carty had previously comtributed towering 
improvements to the telephone industry—suéh as the 
inventions by which he made long distance wired tele- 
“phony commercially practicable—he was unknown out- 
side of his profession. This was due to a. sort of 
phraseology which has grown up in the Tel-Tel cor- 
poration in the last few years. One is never to say 
that the chief engineer or any other official did any- 
thing. Some of.Carty’s technical papers before en- 
ginerring societies have minutely described operations 


as going on under his supervision, when those familiar - 


with the situation have understood, . perfectly that he 
personally did many or most.of the things described. 

‘But the wireless telephone feat of talking from the 
Atlantic Coast to Hawaii appealed so dramatically to 
the public interest, that Carty could no longer preserve 
his anonymity. General curiosity and admiration in- 
sisted upon knowing the man whose genius was father 
to this epochal achievement. 


It was learned that the telephone, as a technical in- 


strument ef communication in 1915, is as Carty has 
made it, beginning in Boston in the 80s. It was learned 
that our quick and relatively inexpensive telephone con- 
nections between, say, 
Denver or San Francisco, are. due to his inventions. 
It was discovered that the systems which make work- 
able our great city exchangega with hundreds of thou- 
gands of lines had their origin in his brain. 

In the first news steries given out concerning the 
sending of wireles telephone messages from Arlington 
to San Francisco—an exploit which preceded by a few 
days that of talking from Arlington to Honolulu—Carty 
was mentioned as sitting at the receiving instrument 
at Mare Island and replying: “This is fine; this is

out.that the entire program of the test was arranged 
by Carty to the minutest detail; and that he had 
personally controlled every 
feature of invention, organi- 
zation and* installation in-, 
volved in the history-mak- 
ing undertaking. 

Carty was born 54 years . 
ago in Cambridge, Mass. 
His father was an expert 
bell ringer. As a lad, John 
- Carty ‘used to look into the 
‘windows .of the rows of 
Harvard © professors’ resi- 
dences jong ~Brattle and 
Mount Auburn streets, with 
“their arrays of books and 
prints; and there ‘grew up 
in him an ambition to be a ~ 
university savant hfmself, 
some day.

His method of recruiting was ebaracteristically origi- 
nal. Instead of having the boys sent to him, he would 
go:to them. If such and such a senior had been recom- 
mended, as a likely candidate, the New York engineer 
would quite unexpectedly knock at’ his door, spend a 
few minutes in conversation and quiet observation, and 
then invite the lad sto take a little walk.. In‘an hour's 
stroll and talk it was generally possible to get. the can-. 
didate to drop all constraint-and to reveal his natural 
aptitudes and limitations. 

How well the New York telephone system was remade 
by Carty and his assistants is known to everybody ac- 
quainted with engineers and engineering. Everything # 
was done with proper reference to’the future. . 

About the beginning of this century, for example; the 
newspapers gave considerable publicity to the fact that 
New York was having its 1920 census taken.* This, of. ° 
course, was a telephone pre-census, as of: that year..

“As unavoidable delays threatened and the running 
cost of chartering Polar Bear was high, I purchased 
her and engaged ‘her on terms similar to Karluk. En- 
gaged Hoff, engineer of steamer Ruby, to take place of 
Blue of Alaska. Engaged five extra helpers for Southern 
regions who have supplies for one year. Polar Bear 
has supplies for two years.

Stefansson’s announcement of his Qntermisitiion to 
proceed with his task despite the loss of the Karluk, 
was received with gratification by Canadian officials. 
fhe Polar Bear is a well-known and tried Arctic vessel. 

The skipper of the Polar Bear, Capt. Louis Lane, said 
that on their dash north and return, Stefansson and 
his men were on the ice seven months and subsisted 
during this time on rations for three months. The 
men were worn out and half-starved, Lane said, and 
the dogs famished. However, in a message: to the 
Canadian Government, Stefansson used the words: “No 
accident or hardship on trip.” These conflicting state- 
ments may be reconciled by the reflection that what 
would be fatal hardships for other men would be- to 
Stefansson only a part of the day’s work. 

Officials of the Association of American Geographers 
say that Stefansson’s new land lies about 100 miles 
north of Prince Patrick Island, and that the most 
southerly part of the land, which the explorer visited, 
is considerably to the east of the most eastward exten- 
sion of Prince Patrick Island. The land nearest to 
it is the Polynia Islands, a little group north of Prince 
Patrick Island, and about 75 or 80 miles from the new 
land. 

The northern part of the new land,.as Stefansson 
saw it, seems to be farther north than any other part 
of the great Barry Archipelago, to the north of the 
American continent. The opinion is expressed that 
the land discovered by Stefansson rises from the con- 
tinental shelf in shallow waters that surround the 
Barry Archipelago and that its discovery shows that 
this part of the Arctic Ocean is comparatively shallow.

It was planned for the fleet to spend the month of 
March of the following year in Magdalena Bay, on the 
coast of Lowér California. 

After an eventful passage round Cape Horn and up 
the coast of South America, the fleet reached Magdalena 
Bay two days ahead of the appointed time.” For the 
next month officers and men were kept at work in good 
earnest in firing at targets, laying mines, and doing 
other exercises. 

One morning during the last week in March a signal 
was flying for the laying of mines. ‘The boatswain’s 
whistle was followed by the lowering of boats. Every 
man was eager that his crew should gain the pennant, 
a mere bit of red.and blue bunting to be flown by the 
winning ship. 

In a short space of time the many tons of mines, 
anchors, chains and other things which made up the 
equipment were towed to the field of operations. Each 
vessel was to lay 12 mines within a certain area and, 
depth of water. A single mine consisted of an anchor, 
a length of wire rope and an iron bali containing an 
explosive charge. Such an outfit weighed more than a 
thousand pounds. 

Henry Nixon was a gunner’s mate on the battleship 
Georgia, and had charge of a boat’s.crew on this particu- 
lar day. In a letter to friends he gave a graphic ac- 
count of how he almost lost his life. 

“We arrived at our field,” he wrote, “planted our 

mines, and got back to the Georgia in record-breaking 
time. Nothing now remained to be done except to wait 
for a few hours, and then recover the mines and. test 
them for tighthess and general condition. 
' “We succeeded in recovering 11 of our mines, but 
were unable to locate the missing one. Time was flying, 
and every minute’s delay cut down our hard-earned score. 
-We kept our steam launch running over the field with 
grappling irons, but without result. There was nothing 
to do but to send to the ship for the diving outfit. A 
diver was hastily rigged and sent overboard. His 
method of searching for the missing mine was not satis- 
factory, and I ordered the crew.to haul him to the sur- 
face. - ¢ 

“Our mines had been planted ata. depth of 90 feet, 
or 15 fathoms of water.’ The diver reported that the 
bottom was of dark: clay, and that other conditions 
were unfavorable for diving. I was: anxious, however, 
to 'make up for lost time, and so, regardless of the depth 
of water; and without the least forethought or hesita- 
tion, I got into, the suit, stepped over the side, and 
stood on the ladder while the helmet was being bolted 
into place. My intention was to remain down only a 
few moments. -To save time, If did not wait for the 
diver’s knife and belt to te buckled about my waist, 
but gave tlie order to put on my Facepiete and lower 
away. 

“ ‘lfere .goes for Davy Sonn’ I said to the man who 
was fastening on the faceplate. The clank and whine 
of the tb poms filled my ears, but I.could see his. face 
wrinkle into a grin. at my attempt at a joke. Then the’ 
bright sufishine of the warm afternoon gave place to 
the bottle green of the sea_as I sank slowly into its 
depths. , 

The depth did not bother me: until I began to get 
rear the bottom. It is necessary to lower slowly, that 


the préssute of the increasing depth may come more . 


gradually on the diver’s ear drums. Every moment, as 
this pressure becomes greater, he finds it more difficult” 
to breathe. Until the bottom is réached, he labors under 
physical pain. I got down in pretty good condition, 
and immediately started off in the direction in which 
I supposed the missing line to lie.

“over the matter now it seems to mie that I must have 
caused the tangle in the first place by walking in a 
circle, with the mine as a center, and that in, stépping 
over my life line and. hose I. had actually made three 
knots in them; round the rope. The pump fortunately 
was still sending air down to me, and I knew that the 
crew would not cease to pump until my dead body was 
lifted into the boat: This thought cheered me wonder- 
fully, eae 

- While Nixon was trying to get free, 90 feet below 
the surface of the sea, his crew. began to get anxious. 
A half hour -had passed, and no sign froni the diver. 
The line tender gave the signal to come up. There 
was no answer. The man repeated it. Still no an- 
swery The signal was repeated every few minutes. At 
last it’ was. plain that the line had become ‘fouled. . The 
bubbles from the diver’s helmet showed his position. 
Evidently the poor fellow was foul of the mine. “What 
was to be done*to save his life? Nobody could think 
of a plan. , 

A launch and crew rams the Georgia now arrived on 
the scene. , 

“The man is: pitbably dead,” said one. of the crew; 
“why not také a desperate chance arf haul. him up 
from the bottom bodily?” 

Since this would put a weight of more than a thou- 
sand pounds on the life line, it was clear that vison was 
in a dreadful situation. 

“In the meantime,” continued Nixon, “I was sictvtinn 
desperately to clear myself, but with every moment 
that passed I realized more clearly that my case was 
hopeless. It was not so much that I was entangled so 
tightly,, but the pressure on my lungs made every 
movement a torture. I felt that each hard-drawn breath

I recovered instantly, and look- 
ing round, could see the mud drifting down. with the 
tide. I was breathing heavily, and tet as if, my lungs 
must burst. ° 

“Again the line straightened out, and under the ‘ter: 
rific pressure one of my ribs bent inward until it 
snapped. At this same moment my helmet came into 
violent- contac® with the anchor. A blinding sheet of 
water poured over my face. I instantly realized that 
my helmet was punctured. 

“If my situation was desperate a moment ago, it 
was surely hopeless now. Hurriedly I felt for the hole 
and thrust my fingers into it. @he rough edges cut, to 
the bone, but the greater flow of water was checked. 
The strain was too great, however, and I lost my senses. 
My hand slipped out of the puncture, and the inrush- 
ing water revived. me. 

“How many times I fainted, I do not know: Each 
time a jet of cold water revived me sufficiently to mae 
me realize that my only salvation lay in keeping my 
hand stuffed into the hole of the helmet. Even in these 
desperate moments the thought that the men would 
keep on pumping until I was hauled to the surface*wasa 
great comfort. Although the hose was knotted and 
twisted, the life-giving air came down in steady throbs. 
This, in a large’ measure, served to keep the water 
from pouring fhto the helmet. 4 

“It seemed to me that I hag been in the death trap 
for ages. An occasional ray of sunlight, however. pene- 
trated even to ‘this depth, and I tried to think how 
many hours remaineg before darkness would set in. I 
will not dwell on my great agony, mental and physical. 


My fractured rib didnot bother me. My bjeeding hand, 


thrust tightly into the helmet, was numb and without 
pain. The terrific stress under which I labored, due to 
the great p ure, made breathing so difficult that it 
was nothing sHort of torture. It seemed ae if I must 
die at any nideent ; 


“Suddenly the rope about my waist became still 


tighter. I felt myself dangling and twisting clear of 
the bottom. <A cloud. of mud filled the surrounding 
water, but as it clearefl under the ‘influence of the tide, 
I could see a tangle of wire, ropes and other gear be- 
longing to the outfit. The anchor, weighing 540 pounds, 
Was suspended, a dead weight, from my body. 
“Picture yourself, reader, within the coil of a thin 


rope, suspended 70 feet below the surface of the sea, — 


with a broken rib, and g trickling stream of water 

rising slowly to your chin. .

“I was too far gone to realize that if the line would

Th 

tangles of ropes and gear gave off 

bubbles under’ the. decreasing pres- 

sure. In spite of the crushing 

strain of the line about my watst, 

I began to breathe with less efforth, 


and all at once I ‘realized what I- 


had gone through. 

“I could now see the bottom 
of the launch, 
and was with. 
in five feet of 
it, when my 
upward prog: 
ress came to a 
sudden halt. I 
late learned 
that the crew 
had stopped 
pulling on the 
life line. to 
gather in the slack rope that had come to the surface, 
A coil of the rope slipped under my leg in such a way 
that I was almost stood én my head. The water in my 
diving suit began to flow into the helmet. It quickly 
rose to my eyes, then covered ‘my nose and mouth, 
and there I dangled.

“I prayed that déath might come swiftly, A wave. 


of pity swept over me at the thought that one good pull 
on the line would set me upright again and thus drain 
the helmet. I was now in a desperate situation—within 
a few feet of the surface, yet appareptly doomed to 
death.
